To the Chairman and Members of the Health Comunittee, 
Gentlemen, 
During the past month—of 4 weeks—there has been recorded a total of 114 deaths, 
a number almost identical with that —113—for the corresponding period of the previous year. 
The rate of mortality for the month has been equal to a yearly one of 12°42 per thousand of 


the population. 


There have been 2 deaths from Typhoid Fever, both occurring at the Isolation 
Hospital, and 2 from Diphtheria, of which 1 had been removed to Hospital, whilst the other 


was treated at home. 


The deaths of 3 young children, all resident in St. John’s Ward, have been caused by 
Measles, which still continue to give trouble in certain districts in the town. There have 
been no deaths from Scarlet Fever, but cases of this disease still continue to be notified, and 
8 patients have been removed to Hospital, whilst more than an equal number have been 
more or less efficiently isolated at their own homes. The deaths of 3 infants and 2 somewhat 
older children have been ascribed to Diarrhoea, but at this season of the year, and with the 
low temperature recently experienced, this can hardly be classified as Infantile Summer 
Diarrhcea. Some, if not all, of the cases are probably the result of improper feeding, which 
at all times of the year is certain to be followed by bad results. 


The births for the month have been even more than usually low, only 183 having 
been registered, which number represents a yearly rate of 19°95 per thousand, and a natural 
increase of 6g lives for the month. The infantile death-rate is represented by 137 deaths 
under the age of one year to each thousand births.

The deaths from Typhoid Fever have already been referred to. One case was 
associated with Pulmonary Embolism, and Hemiplegia. The death from Diphtheria was 
directly due to cardiac failure, and took place shortly after the child’s admission to Hospital. 


During the month 22 samples of various articles of food, including Milk, Butter, 
Coffee, Beer, Whisky, &c., have been purchased for the purpose of analytical examination. 
They were all found to be of genuine or passable character. 


To this Report I append a supplementary one dealing with the condition of certain 
blocks of property in each of the four Sanitary Districts.

To the Chairman and Members of the Health Comittee, 


Gentlemen, 


Just as the number of deaths recorded during the month ending November 12th, was 
within 1 of being the same as that for the corresponding period of 1909, so that for the past 
five weeks—1g1—is just 1 less than the number returned for the same period of the previous 
year. 


One death from Typhoid Fever, occurring at the patients residence, represents the 
mortality from zymotic causes during the past month. Cases of this disease have been some- 
what more numerous in the town, and as a consequence an increased number of patients have 
been admitted to hospital. 


Notifications relating to Diphtheria continue to be received, but no death has resulted 
from this disease. 


Bronchitis, Pneumonia, and Lung affections of this kind, account for a considerable 
portion of the total mortality, a condition which may be ascribed to the variable and 
treacherous weather which has of late been prevalent 


As stated, the deaths from all causes number 191, and represent a yearly rate of 16°66 
per thousand, whilst the births show a slight increase, 267 having been recorded, giving a 
yearly rate of 23:29, and a natural increase of 76 lives for the five weeks under consideration. 
The infantile death rate is represented by 146 deaths under the age of one year, to every 
thousand births. 


The following Table gives particulars as to the admissions and discharges at the 
Isolation Hospital, and from this it will be seen that a larger number than usual at present 
remain under treatment :—

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During the month a considerable number of samples, representing articles in common 
consumption as food, have been purchased and submitted to analytical examination. Of 
these, 20, purchased with the formalities necessary to enable further proceedings to be taken, 
were all found to be satisfactory and of good quality. Of11 purchased informally, 4 were 
more or less defective, and further attention will in due course be given to the shops from 
which they were obtained.

For the Four Weeks ended January 14th, 1911. 


To the Chairman and Members of the Health Commiuttee, 


Gentlemen, 


In the present Report I deal with a period of one month, comprising the last fortnight 
of the old year, and the first of the current one. 


The deaths recorded during this time number 138, and represent a yearly rate of 15 
per thousand, this calculation being based upon a population now estimated by the Registrar 
General at 120,000 


This allows for an increase of 747, whereas the actual difference between the number 
of births and deaths during the past year was 1,054. It is to be hoped that the forthcoming 
Census, in April next will put the question of population upon a reliable and satisfactory 
basis. 

There have been 5 deaths ascribed to Typhoid Fever, of which 3 occurred at the 
Isolation Hospital. There have also been 2 deaths from Scarlet Fever at the same 
Institution, but further reference will again be made to these cases. 


As in the preceding month a considerable amount of sickness, with proportionate 
mortality, has been caused by such diseases as Bronchitis and Inflammation of the Lungs, 
diseases especially influenced by sudden variations of climate and temperature. 


The mortality amongst young children has been somewhat less than usual, the 
Infantile Death-rate being represented by 105 deaths under the age of one year to each 
thousand births. 


The number of births has been even more than usually low, only 200 having been 
returned, thus showing a yearly rate of 21°66, and a natural increase of only 62 lives for the 
month. ; 

In certain of the Wards, as Avenham and Fishwick, the births and deaths are 
practically equal, but in Trinity Ward the deaths are 27, or more that double the number 
—13— of registered births. 
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The figures relating to the Isolation Hospital are embodied in the following Table :—

Of the 3 deaths ascribed to Typhoid Fever, one was that of a women who died, 4 
days after admission, from Cardiac failure; and another that of a boy, who was also an 
inmate for only 4 days, and died from Tubercular obstruction of the stomach. 


The two fatal cases in the Scarlet Fever Wards were both children, who having 
passed through the stage of Fever, succumbed, the one to Cardiac Emphysema, and the 
other to Pneumonia. 


The Diphtheria patients have all done well, and of the 3 remaining, 2 are now ready 
for discharge, whilst the third—an infant—after a severe attack of Cancrum Oris, now shows 
promising signs of recovery. 


Samples to the nnmber of 22 have been purchased during the month, and, with 3 
exceptions, analysis has shown that all are of genuine or passable character. Of the excep- 
tions, one is a sample of milk, coming from a vendor who for some time past has been under 
observation, and the recently purchased sample appears to have been adulterated by the 
admixture of a considerable amount of added water. 


The second sample of milk also shows the admixture of water, but to a less extent. 


The last is a sample of Potted Shrimps to which Borates have been added for per- 
servative purposes. Although the amount of preservative is not so great as that recently 
found in a sample informally obtained from the same source, it is still desribed as being 
unnecessarily large, and in all these cases I ask that further proceedings may be taken. 


Appended is a short Supplementary Report dealing with small blocks of property in 
Nos. 1, 2, and 4 Sanitary Districts.

Enclosed is a copy of the two Clauses of that Bill, and I should add that we have 
only worked for a Women’s Enfranchisement Bill on these lines, i.e. to enfranchise 
only those women who pay taxes and are householders, and for such a measure 
these signatures of Burgesses are given.

Poe hile Peel HE MEDICAL IOHFIGER OF ‘HEALTH, 
For the Four Weeks ended February rith, rgrr. 


To the Chairman and Members of the Health Committee, 
Gentl emen, 


During the past month there has been recorded a total of 148 deaths, anumber which 
represents an annual rate of 16°03 per thousand. 


This is slightly higher than the rate for the previous month, and is also in excess of 
that for the corresponding four weeks of 1910. 


The Zymotic mortality continues low, 2 deaths have been ascribed to Measles, 1 to 
Whooping Cough, and 3 to Diphtheria, which last named disease has recently been present 
to a much greater extent than for many years past. Possibly the prevalence of a moist, damp 
atmosphere has been a contributory cause, by rendering the patients throats more susceptible 
to the attacks of the specific germ to which the disease is due. 


Of the 3 deaths attributed to this cause during the month, 1 occurred at the Isolation 
Hospital, and the other 2 at the residences of the children affected. Such diseases as Bronchitis 
and Inflammation of the Lungs have been somewhat prevalent, and many of the deaths from 
these causes have been registered amongst young children, and persons of advanced age. 


From all causes, the deaths under the age of one year number 34, or nearly one-fourth 
of the total mortality, and represent an Infantile Mortality equal to 170 to each thousand 
births. 

The Birth Rate continues low, and is indeed less than that for the previous month, 
only 199 having been registered, giving a rate of 21°56 per thousand, and a natural increase of 
only 51 lives for the month. 


The following Table shows the number of patients who have received treatment, or 
who are still remaining, at the Isolation Hospital :—

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Samples of various articles of Food and Drugs have been purchased and submitted to 
analytical examination. 


Of the 23 samples thus dealt with, all, with one exception, are reported to be of 
genuine or satisfactory character. The Sample forming the exception is one of Milk ; which, 
otherwise of good quality, would seem to have been adulterated by the addition of water. 
The percentage thus added is only small, and the case would be met by a cautionary letter, a 
further sample being taken in the near future. 


I ask that proceedings may be taken against the keepers of two Common Lodging 
Houses for permitting offences against the Bye-laws, by permitting unmarried persons of 
opposite sexes to sleep together. 


Under the Housing and Town Planning Act of 1909, a commencement has been made 
by the examination of small areas in each of the four Sanitary Districts. The results obtained 
are recorded under the various headings in the Registers provided for the purpose, but as 
the inspections are not completed I do not at present put forward any report.

For the Five Weeks ended March 18th, rgrr. 


To the Chairman and Members of the Health Committee, 
Gentlemen, 


The past month includes five weeks, from February 11th, to Saturday last the 
18th inst. 


During this period there has been recorded a total of 178 deaths, a number almost 
identical with that for the corresponding period of 1gro, 


The rate of mortality has been equal to an annual one of 15:43 per thousand, whilst 
the natural increase is represented by 97 lives for the month. As regards the Zymotic 
mortality there have been 2 deaths from each of the following diseases, Typhoid Fever, 
Scarlet Fever, Measles, Whooping Cough, and Diphtheria. 


So far no case of Small Pox has come under observation, but it is evident that the 
infection is gradually being carried to different towns, some of them situated at no great 
distance from Preston, and since there is, thanks to the present facilities for avoiding 
vaccination, abundant material liable to infection, the appearance of the disease at any time 
will not be surprising. It is a great pity that the protection undoubtedly afforded by 
vaccination should be delayed until too late to be effective. 


Bronchitis and Inflammation of the Lungs, have together accounted for 40 deaths, 
the mortality from these causes having been increased by the recent cold and trying weather. 


There has been a falling off in the deaths of young children, 28 having been registered 
under the age of twelve months. This number represents an infantile mortality of 102 to 
each thousand births.

Hospital.

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One of the deaths recorded as occurring in the Typhoid Wards was due to Phthisis, 
whilst of the two fatal cases of Scarlet Fever one was complicated with Broncho Pneumonia, 
and the other occurred in a delicate child shortly after admission. 


The death from Diphtheria was that of a child which had undergone Trachceotomy 
immediately before removal to Hospital. 


Samples to the number of 22 have been purchased for the purpose of analysis. The 
certificates show that one sample of Milk contained 10 per cent. of added water, and I ask 
that further proceedings may be taken against the vendor. On March roth Dr. Coutts of the 
Local Government Board, visited the town for the purpose of enquiring as how the tood 
supplies both of the town, and at the Dock, were inspected and safeguarded. On this day, 
and on March rith and 13th he visited the Dock and Sheds, the Public Abattoir, the Slaughter- 
houses, Bakehouses, Fish Market, and other places in which food is prepared and sold, and 
in due course his Report will no doubt be published. The proceedings ordered at your last 
meeting to be taken against the keepers of two Registered Lodging Houses for offences 
against the Bye-laws, resulted in a fine of 20/- and costs in one case, and in the charge being 
dismissed in the other. Another charge of a similar nature, that of allowing unmarried 
persons to occupy the same room, is brought against the first named person and I ask that 
proceedings may again be taken in this case.

To the Chairman and Members of the Health Committee. 


Gentlemen, 


In consequence of the approach of Easter the present Report deals with only three 
weeks, the period intervening between March 18th, and Saturday last, the 8th inst. 
During this time there have been 108 deaths recorded, giving an annual rate equal 
to 15.53 per thousand. 


The rates during each of the three weeks have been 16.03, 11.27, and 19.50; the 
increased mortality during the last week having been caused by no particular out- 
break, but by the fatal termination of a number of cases affecting such organs as 
the heart and brain. 


In recent reports I have referred to the presence of Small Pox in a number of 
towns, some of them at no great distance, and to the consequent danger of the 
infection being at any time imported into the Borough. About ten days ago a case 
came under observation in a young adult, who fortunately had availed himself of the 
advantages of vaccination. Means were afforded for fairly efficient isolation, and as 
the case. was a very modified one I did not insist upon removal to hospital. The 
house and neighbourhood have been closely watched, and facilities for vaccination or 
re-vaccination have been afforded to all who had recently been in contact with the 
patient. There is now good reason to hope that there will be no further spread of 
infection, but it is very advisable that each, householder should see to the vaccination 
of his family, and to the sanitary condition of the premises over which he has control. 


I would again point out that lime ready prepared for use may be obtained upon 
application at the Health Office, and that, apart from the presence of Small Pox, its 
use, especially at this time of the year, is to be strongly recommended. 
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There have been two deaths from Typhoid Fever in young adults, both of whom 
were removed to the Isolation Hospital. One death each from Whooping Cough and 
Diphtheria complete the list of mortality from diseases of an infectious nature. Infor- 
mation as to the number of patients in connection with the Isolation Hospital is embodied 
in the following table :— ,

One of the cases admitted to the Scarlet Fever Block is that of a young nurse 
who contracted the disease whilst following her calling in the Wards. I am glad to say 
that she is making satisfactory progress towards recovery. 


There has been recorded a total of 174 births, a number which gives a rate equal 
to 25.13 for the year, and a natural increase of 66 lives for the period of three weeks 
now dealt with. 


The Infantile Death Rate is represented by 115 deaths under the age of one year 
to each thousand births.

To the Chairman and Members of the Health Committee. 


Gentlemen, 


During the past month, of 5 weeks, there have been reported 166 deaths, equal 
to an annual rate of 14.38 per thousand. 


Amongst the deaths due to infectious disease there have been two from Typhoid 
Fever, three from Scarlet Fever, one from Measles, three from Whooping Cough, 
and three from Diphtheria. Of these, two of the Scarlet Fever cases and two 
of the Diphtheria died at the Isolation Hospital. 


Since my last Report, two more cases of Small Pox have been notified. Of 
these one was a very doubtful case, and the other a modified form of the disease. 
Isolation, and other precautions were adopted, but the houses have now been dis- 
infected, and the patients set at liberty. 


The amount of Scarlet Fever has somewhat increased, 45 cases having been 
reported, of which 32 were removed to Hospital. Some of the cases recently ad- 
mitted presented serious symptoms, and seemed to indicate a return to the more 
severe type of the disease, of which so little has in recent years been seen. I 
am glad to say that the Nurse, whom I mentioned in my last Report as having 
contracted the infection, has made a satisfactory recovery, and been discharged 
from Hospital.

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The number of Births recorded during the past five weeks only amount to 
264, equal to the low annual birth rate of 22.85 per thousand, whilst the natural 
increase is represented by no more than 98 lives for the month. The Deaths 
under the age of one year amount to 39, equal to an infantile mortality of 148 


per thousand births. 


Under the Food and Drugs Aduiteration Act, samples to the number of 23 
have been purchased informally, for the purpose of information and future guidance. 
Purchase has also been made of two samples with all the formalities required to 
enable further proceedings to be taken if necessary, and I ask that such proceedings 
may be ordered in one instance where a sample of milk, otherwise of good quality, 
was found to have been adulterated by the addition of water. 


The proceedings ordered to be taken last month in respect of a somewhat . 
similar case resulted in a conviction being obtained and a fine of 20s. and costs 


imposed. 


The proceedings against a keeper of a Common Lodging House for breach of 
the Regulations, by permitting persons of opposite sexes—not being married—to 


sleep in the same room, resulted in a penalty of £1 and costs.

To the Chairman and Members of the Health Committee.

Although this Meeting comes early in the month, the period with which I have to 
deal consists of 4 weeks, viz.: from May 13th to June roth. During this time, there 
has been recorded a total of 123 deaths, so that the rate of mortality does not exceed 
13.32 per thousand for the year. There have been 2 deaths from Typhoid Fever, both 
occurring at the Isolation Hospital, and both patients being members of a family which 
recently has suffered from an outbreak of this disease. One death from the same cause 
occurred in a child which was not removed to Hospital, but 8 members of the same 
family, occupying 2 houses in the same street, were admitted, varying however very 
much as to the intensity of the attack. Besides the deaths in question, 4 of these 
patients have now recovered, and one—a young child—still remains seriously ill, but from 
causes other than the Fever, from which it has practically recovered. Another case, also 
in the Hospital, that of a young man, from the same Street, is now convalescent. 


The deaths of 2 young children from Whooping Cough, complete the list of 
mortality from Zymotic causes. 


The births for the month number 242, exceed the deaths by 119, and represent a 
yearly rate of 26.16 per thousand. There have been 24 deaths of children under the 
age of twelve months, and these deaths are equal to the low infantile mortality of 99 to 
every thousand births, 


The following table gives particulars as to the number of patients dealt with in the 
Isolation Hospital between May 13th and June roth :—

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The weather during the month has been unusually fine, and the temperature high, 
although certain of the more recent nights have shown a decided fall. The highest reading 
in the shade was that of 80 deg. on June 6th, and the lowest—43 deg.—that of Friday 
night, June 9th. The rainfall has been abnormally low, a record having been obtained 
on only 3 days, with a total of .46 inches for the month. 


For the purpose of analysis, samples to the number of 17 have been purchased; 
but, owing to the early date of this meeting, the results of the examination have not 
yet been received. 


Upon evidence furnished by the Police, I ask that proceedings may be taken 
against the keeper of a house for carrying on the same as a Common Lodging House, 
without having it registered. 


A Publican, from whom a sample of whisky had been purchased, upon hearing 
that it was intended for analysis, obtained forcible possession of it and refused to give 
it up, although the money had been paid and the purchase completed. I ask that pro- 
ceedings may be taken as directed under the Food and Drugs Adulteration Act.

To the Chairman and Members of the Health Committee. 


Gentlemen, 


During the past month, consisting of five weeks, and extending from June 
1oth, to Saturday last, the 15th inst., there has been recorded a total of 127 deaths 
These figures are satisfactory inasmuch as they represent a rate not exceeding 
11.26 per thousand for the year. Although the reported cases of Infectious Fever 
have been somewhat numerous, the mortality from these causes has been by no 
means heavy, and is represented by 3 deaths from Diphtheria, and 1 each from 
Scarlet Fever and Whooping Cough. 


The Infantile mortality has also been more than proportionately low, the 
deaths under the age of one year having been 19, or equal to 67 to each 
thousand births. 


The following table gives a return of the patients dealt with in the Isolation

The Birth Rate continues low, a total of 283 having been recorded, which 
represents a yearly rate of 25.11 per thousand, and a natural increase of 156 lives 
for the month. 


Although the temperature, more especially during the latter part of the 
month, has been unusually high, there has been a marked absence of Diarrhca, 
another proof that it is the high temperature of the Autumn months which is 
especially to be feared in connection with this disease. 
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The ground temperature, at a depth of four feet, has now nearly reached 
the danger point of 56 degrees, but during the past day or two there has been 
a marked fall in the general temperature. The highest temperature in the shade 
was that of 83 degrees registered on Wednesday, July 12th, followed by 82.5 deg. 
and 80.3 deg. on the 13th and 14th insts. 


On two different occasions, samples to the number of 17 and 22 have been 
purchased and submitted to analysis. Amongst the last lot were two samples 
of milk, concerning which I think that cautionary letters should be sent to the 
vendors, in the one case on account of the unnecessary use of large quantities of 
a preservative, and in the other because of a deficiency in cream. This latter 
is only slight, but the vendor also obstructed the completion of the purchase.

To the Chairman and Members of the Health Committee. 


Gentlemen, 


In consequence of there being no Meeting of this Committee during the 
month of August, the present Report deals with a period of 9 weeks, i.e., from 
July 15th, to Saturday last, the 16th inst. From week to week during this time 
there have been considerable variations in the amount of mortality, the lowest 
rate—8.42—being that for the week ending July 29th; and the highest—28.39— 
that recorded during the week ending August 26th. 


The total number of deaths registered during the nine weeks has been 
350, and this gives an annual rate of 17.24 per thousand, a considerable increase 
upon the rate for the previous month, and also upon that for the corresponding 
period of 19gIo. 


The main agent in bringing about this higher rate of mortality has been 
the prevalence of Infantile Diarrhoea, which commencing towards the end of the 
first week in August, has continued up to the present time. Altogether the deaths 
of 89 infants were registered, in addition to which the deaths of nine children were 
registered between ‘the ages of I and 5 years, making a total of 98; whilst the 
death of one chjld above the age of 5 years, and the deaths of two adults, bring 
up to 1o1 the total mortality from Diarrhoeal causes. 


Taking the weekly record of Diarrhoeal deaths the highest was that—32— 
for August 26th, after which the returns fell to 12 and Io, again rising to 21 in 
the week ending Saturday last, Sep. 16th. 


The highest recorded temperature was that of 84deg. on August 13th. 
There has, of late, been a steady and fairly rapid fall both in the general 
temperature, and in that registered at four feet below the ground surface, and 
there is good reason to suppose that the Diarrhoeal epidemic is now over. With 
regard to the other Zymotic diseases, there have been 4 deaths from Typhoid 
fever, 7 from Scarlet Fever, 5 from Whooping Cough, and 3 from Diphtheria. 
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The following table gives a return of the patients dealt with in the Isolation 
Hospital :—

For the time of year so far the amount of Typhoid fever has been slight. 
Scarlet fever still continues in certain parts of the town, and as shown by the 
number of deaths, the mild type generally met with is occasionally found alternat- 
ing with cases of a more serious and septic nature. The cases of Diphtheria have 
been fairly numerous, but have done well. 


The births during the 9 weeks number 481, and so represent a natural in- 
crease for that period of 131 lives, whilst the annual rate continues low, not 
exceeding 23.70 per thousand. 


Owing in a great measure to the deaths caused by Diarrhoea amongst young 
children, the Infantile death rate is high; being represented ‘by the deaths of 302 
children under the age of twelve months to each thousand of the registered births. 


Samples to the number of 18 of such articles as butter, lard, coffee, &c. 


have been purchased for analysis, but the results of examination have as yet not 
been received.

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REPORT OF "THE MEDICAL OF BIGE Re’ O IiaGl teas 


FOR THE FOUR WEEKS ENDING OCTOBER rath, ro11. 


To the Chairman and Members of the Health Committee. 


Gentlemen, 


During the past four weeks there has been recorded a total of 157 deaths, 
representing a yearly rate of mortality equal to 17.14 per thousand. Having regard 
to the season of the year, the amount of Typhoid fever has been unusually low, 
the number of cases reported having been 7, whilst the deaths are confined to 


one, which occurred at the patient’s residence in Avenham Ward. 


In some parts of the town, and especially in connection with certain of the 
Schools, Scarlet fever continues prevalent, 23 cases having in all been notified. 
As a rule the prevailing type of the disease is a mild one, and no death has 
resulted from this cause. 


The amount of Diphtheria, or of cases of septic condition of the throat, 
bordering very closely upon this disease, still continues in excess of that usually 
met with in this town. The deaths from this cause amount to 5, of which 2 


occurred at the Isolation Hospital, and 3 at the respective residences of the 


patients, who, with one exception were all under the age of five years. 


Diarrhoea has been the cause of 29 deaths, almost entirely confined to 
infants or very young children. Once established, an epidemic of Diarrhoea dies 
out very slowly, cases of illness which have commenced during the hot weather, con- 


tinuing and sometimes terminating fatally, after there has been a very decided fall 


in the temperature. Most of the deaths from this cause occurred during the first 
fortnight of the month, only two having been registered during the last week 
ending October 14th. There has been no great amount of Respiratory disease, 


and nothing calling for special comment amongst the other causes of death. 
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The rate of Infantile mortality continues high, 60 of the total 157 deaths 
having been registered under the age of twelve months, and this number rep- 
resents the high proportion of 335 to each thousand births. The steady dim- 
inution in the number of births has been more than maintained during the past 
month, only 179 having been recorded, which gives an annual rate not exceeding 


19.85 per thousand, whilst the natural increase only equals 22 lives for the month.

The Examination of the School is in the hands of the Oxford University 
Delegacy. This year the Examiners appointed by the Delegacy issued the following 
Reports :-— 


EXAMINERS’ REPORTS FOR ror. 


To the Delegates of Local Examinations, Oxford. 
Gentlemen, 


I beg leave to submit my Report on the Examination recently conducted 
by me, at your request, at the Grammar School, Preston, in the following subjects, 
viz:—Scripture, History, English, Geography, Latin, French, by means of the Senior, 
Junior, and Preliminary Local Papers. 


SENIOR PAPERS: 


The results in Divinity were quite satisfactory. The Gospel of St. Luke 
and a portion of The Acts were well known: the difficult Ezra-Nehemiah period 
had been carefully studied, but the results hardly came up to the standard of the 
New Testament Papers. 


The work in English History was generally quite good, though there was 
a certain amount of looseness and inaccuracy, especially with regard to dates. 


In Foreign History the knowledge shown was, as a whole, rather poor; 
but some of the better boys did distinctly good work. 


The English Essays reached a very fair standard; those dealing with literary 
subjects were best. The English Grammar Paper was moderately well done. 


English Literature was, on the whole, a decidedly strong point. The three 
Papers in Plays of Shakespeare all produced really good work; the Paper on 
Addison, Lamb, etc., was excellently done. 


The work in Latin was the least satisfactory feature in the Examination. 
The Papers seemed, as a rule, beyond the boys’ capacity. The Prepared Translation 
was fairly well done by some; but the grammar and composition were weak. 
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A very fair knowledge of French Grammar was shown; the Unseen Trans- 
lation was done fairly; the Composition was moderate. 


JUNIOR PAPERS: 


The work of the boys taking the various Junior Papers left a distinctly 
favourable impression on my mind. 


The Papers in Divinity were well and intelligently answered. The Acts. 
was the least satisfactory; but the general standard reached in the subject was 
very good. 


The work in English History was good and intelligent; that in English 
Composition and Grammar was very fair. 


In English Literature the Paper on Boswell, Charles Lamb, etc., was 
particularly well done; the Shakespeare Paper produced very fair results; that 
on Scott’s ‘Rob Roy’ was hardly so good as regards knowledge of the text, but 
the general questions were answered very fairly. 


Of the Geography Papers set, one was answered really well, the other very 
fairly. 


In Latin the Accidence was very fairly well known. In the Translation 
and Composition Papers the results were not so good; the boys were apparently 
overweighted. 


The work in French was distinctly good; the Translation was accurate 
and vigorous; the knowledge of French Accidence was quite satisfactory; the 
Composition was moderately good. 


PRELIMINARY PAPERS; 


These Papers were taken by the two Junior Classes examined, and the 
general results were quite satisfactory. 


Viewing the work submitted to me as a whole, I am able to say that the 
impression left upon my mind was very distinctly favourable. With the exception, 
perhaps, of the work in Latin, the general standard reached was quite satisfactory 
in all the Classes. I saw ample evidence everywhere of much earnest work and 


good teaching. I have no hesitation in saying that the general results of the 
Examination were thoroughly creditable.

I beg leave to submit my Report on the Examination in Mathematics 
recently conducted by me at your request at the Grammar School, Preston. 


Senior Local Papers were worked by Forms VI and V, Junior Local Papers 
by Forms IV and M1, while Forms M2 and Upper III took some of. those set in 
the Preliminary Local Examination. 


The results were very satisfactory. The boys appear to have taken an 
interest in their work, many reach a high standard, and the average is good. 


In Form VI, Hall did very well indeed and will, it may be hoped, pursue 
his mathematical studies farther. Pullen sent in some promising work. 


In Form V, I commend Goodwin and Addison. 


Form IV were perhaps most successful in Algebra and Mensuration, with 
their work in which I was much pleased. By some strange fate, however, each of 
the best boys seemed to have some weaker spot, and after doing excellently in, 
say, three Papers fell off in a fourth. I commend Pritt and Goodwin. 


Form MI seem to me to be a very promising set. I commend Harris I, 
Woods and Wallbank. 


Form M2 did very fairly and the Upper Third produced some excellent 
work. Dunwoody and Whitwell were first, and others were not far behind. 
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I think that there is good material in the lower Forms, which may be 
expected to keep up the high mathematical reputation of the School.

above the average. 


I was disappointed with the Chemistry of Forms VI and V, who were 
not equal to the demands of a difficult Practical Paper. 


PHYSICS: 


A wide range of subjects has been studied this year and very successful 
work has been done in all. Of outstanding merit was the work of Hall, who sent 
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in admirable Papers in Electricity and Magnetism, Sound, Light and Heat and 
Mechanics and Hydrostatics. A high order of ability is shown in his work and 
I think the School may look to him to do it great credit in» the future. 


I was gratified to note a considerable improvement in the Mechanics papers 
from Forms VI and V. 


Good papers were also received from Form IV in Electricity (Pritt again 
being prominent) and from Torm M1, in Heat, in which Harris gave a very good 
account of himself. The beginners in Forms M2 and III again did well in 
a General Science Paper, Wells in particular obtaining very high marks. ‘ 


Detailed comments on the work of the several Classes are sent separately 
for the information of the Head and Staff of the School.

(Freehand, Model, Memory and Geometrical) recently conducted by me at your 
request at the Grammar School, Preston, 


Five boys of Form V took the Senior Local Paper in Freehand and did 


very well with it. Two took the Memory Drawing Paper with less satisfactory 
results, and two the Geometrical with much better. 


Forms IV and M1 were examined by means of the Junior Local Papers, 
the former in Freehand and Model and the latter in these subjects and Geometrical 
Drawing as well. The Freehand of Form IV shows a fair percentage of good 
work and the Model Drawing is exceptionally good. In Form Mr the Freehand is 
not quite so good, but the Model again is of a high order. 


The Upper Third and M2 Forms took the Preliminary Freehand Paper 
with moderate success. There are some very fair drawings amongst those produced 
and all of them have certain good qualities, such as decision and clean bold 
lines, but greater care in planning out the subject in order to secure the proper 
arrangement and proportion of masses would have given better results. 


Taken all round, the work gives evidence of careful and efficient teaching.

I have the honour to present my fourth Annual Report for the year ended 
31st December, 1911, upon the Crime in the Borough, together with the Statistical 


Tables prepared in accordance with the directions of the Secretary of State. 
Indictable Offences. 


The following is a Return of Indictable Offences reported during the past 
three years, which shows a decrease of 22 this year as compared with the figures 


for 1gto, but still an increase on the number given for 1909 :—

Non-Indictable Offences. 


The number of persons proceeded against for Non-Indictable Offences was 
1,282, a decrease of 86 on the previous year, in which the number was 1,368. 


Offences Against Property. 


During the year ended 31st December last, 310 Larcenies were reported, and 
property valued at £531 18s. 3d. stolen, of which 218 have been detected, and 
property to the value of £288 3s. 3d. recovered. 


In the previous year 333 Larcenies were reported, and property to the value 
of £579 18s. Od. stolen, of which 256 were detected, and property valued at 
£356 17s. 7d. recovered. 


During the year 42 prisoners were apprehended in this Borough for various 
offences committed outside my jurisdiction, and property, the result of robberies 
in other Police districts, amounting to £650 17s. od., has been recovered by the 
Detective Staff. 


Although the value of unrecovered property may seem a large amount, I 
desire to point out that it consists mainly of money stolen by expert house- 
breakers and professional hotel thieves. In one case of robbery, a cash-box 
containing £100 in gold and a five pound Bank of England Note was taken 
from an hotel by a man who is supposed to have committed a number of similar 
robberies in several other large towns. In this case the theft was mot discovered 
by the owner until two days had elapsed, and no clear description of the thief 
could be given. 


The increase in the number of housebreaking cases is accounted for by 
four old criminals lapsing into this nature of crime and to whom are credited 20 
of the 38 offences committed during the year. Three of the offenders have been 
sent to penal servitude for five, three and three years, the other one being 
sentenced to a long term of imprisonment, thus ridding the town for a time of 
their presence. 


Lost Property. 


The number of articles found and brought to the Police Station during the 
year was 337. Of these 155 were iclaimed, and the remainder are still in the 
hands of the Police. During the same period no less than 4o animals including 
horses, cows, &c., were found by the Police and taken to the various pinfolds, 
being afterwards returned to the owners. One hundred articles found by the 
Police, in 1909 and 1910, were recently sold by public auction and the proceeds 
of the sale will be paid into the Borough Fund in due course. 


Juvenile Offenders. 


In furtherance of my practice of cautioning young persons and children 
charged with petty larcenies and minor offences for the first time, I have, during 
the past year, warned 478 young people at various times in my office, many 
of them in the presence of their parents. Since the inauguration of this system, 
three years ago, I have cautioned altogether 1,430 boys and 36 girls, a total of 
1,466 persons. Of this latter number only 65 young offenders have again come under 


the cognizance of the Police, resulting in 14 males and 3 females being sent 
to Reformatory or Industrial Schools, the remainder being punished by _ the 
Justices, some whipped and others fined. Of course there are some first 
offenders, whom, because of the nature of the crime or for other reasons, 
it is not expedient to deal with in this manner, but whenever possible I am en- 
couraged by the results already obtained to give warnings, and I find there is 
a wholesome dread amongst the young people in thc town of having their names 
in my Caution Register, for they know that once warned, a_ prosecution in- 
variably follows for a second lapse, and this fact acts as a useful deterrent, 
whilst the exposure in and maybe the unwise familiarity of the Police Court for 
first offenders is avoided. 


Illegal Betting. 


During the year four persons were proceeded against for loitering in the 
streets for the purpose of betting, being a decrease of two of such charges 
compared with 1910. Substantial penalties were inflicted in each case by the 
Justices. In addition proceedings have been taken against eight persons for 
keeping betting houses, resulting in six of the defendants being heavily fined (one 
a penalty of £50 and costs) and the charge against two persons for aiding and 
abetting being withdrawn. I have also cautioned six Licence Holders for per- 
mitting betting and gaming on their premises, 


Undoubtedly there is less illegal street betting than formerly, the Police 
taking immediate and effective steps to stop this particular evil whenever possible. 


’ 


Regular ‘“ Betting Houses” too are now almost extinct, whilst on Licensed 
Premises, I am glad to report that the Landlords in many instances co-operate 


with the Police in ridding their houses of the bookmaker or his runner. 
Cruelty to Children. 


Fifteen persons (10 males and 5 females) have been proceeded against for 
this offence, as compared with 17 persons (15 males and 2 females) in IgIo. 


Industrial and Reformatory Schools. 


Four boys have been committed to Reformatory Schools, and 2 boys to 
Industrial Schools. Last year eight boys were sent to Reformatory Schools and 
two boys to Industrial Schools. 


The number at present detained in these Institutions is 37 boys and 8 
girls, 
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Prevention of Crimes Act. 


Six persons are under the supervision of the Police, as compared with 3 
last year. 


Finger Print System. 


The finger impressions of 43 persons (40 males and 3 females) have been 
taken and forwarded to the Convict Supervision Office, London, out of which 
number 34 were traced as old offenders. In 1910 47 persons (39 males and 8 
females) were likewise dealt with. 


Fires. 


Sixty-one Fires have occurred, as against 4o last year. None were of a 
serious character, but one was of a suspicious nature, and the loss occasioned 
to property was mainly covered by insurance. 


Geod Order in the Streets. 


To ‘maintain good order in the streets, 59 persons (38 males and 21 females) 
were prosecuted for using obscene language, as compared with 42 males and 28 
females last year. Twenty-two persons have been proceeded against fo1 
“Soliciting and Indecent Conduct,” the number being 29 last year; 2 males for 
“Indecent Exposure,’ 77 males and 35 females for “ Riotous Conduct,” and 104 
persons under the various Bye-laws, making a total of 299 persons, an increase 
of two on the previous year. 


During the period of the Railway Strike in August last, the greatest regard 
for law and order prevailed throughout the County Borough, proving conclusively 
the good sense and peaceable qualities of the inhabitants of Preston. 


Vehicular Traffic. 


The attention of the Police has again been directed towards the control 
of this class of traffic, especially with regard to ensuring a reasonable speed by 
motor-cars, motor-bicycles and motor-lurries within the Borough. Proceedings were 
taken against 45 drivers for travelling too fast. Slow moving vehicles keep better 
towards their proper side of the road, but there is still room for improvement. 


The number of accidents caused by horse-drawn and mechanically  pro- 
pelled vehicles during the past twelve months is as follows :—

making a total of 193. Of these fatal injuries occurred in two cases, one by 
a motor lurry and the other by a horse and cart.

Premises Insecure. 


The number of premises, including 351 Lock-up Shops, found by the Police 
to be insecure during the night was 2,685, an increase of 28 on the previous year. 


Lost Children. 


No less than 1,143 Children were found lost and restored to their parents 
or friends, an increase of 57 on the previous year. 


Pedlars’ Certificates. 


During the year 210 Pedlars’ Certificates were granted, as against 211 
in 1910, 


Dogs. 


Thirty-four persons have been proceeded against for keeping Dogs without 
Licenses, one person for an offence against the Dogs Act, 1906, and 725 Dogs 
and 79 Cats have been destroyed in the Lethal Chambers at the Police Station. 


Street Trading. 


Twenty-six Licenses have been issued to boys, as against 42 last year, 


No girls are employed in this trade. 
Preston Improvement Act. 


The number of places licensed under the above Act 1s 22, viz. 
4 Theatres, 4 Skating Rinks, 6 Dancing Rooms, and 8 Billiard Halls. 


Cinematograph Act, 1908. 


There are 12 Halls hcensed under the above Act, including the 3 Theatres, 
the Hippodrome, and Public Hall. Proceedings for failing to carry out the 
necessary conditions for the safety of the public were taken in three cases 
resulting in convictions. 


St. John Ambulance. 


The Chief Constable, Superintendent, Chief Inspector and Chief Clerk, 7 
Inspectors, 13 Sergeants, 6 Detective and Warrant Constables, and 88 Uniform 
Constables hold Certificates or Medallions, the remainder being at present under 


instruction in this useful work.

First Aid has been rendered by the Police on 151 occasions, and the Horse 
Ambulance Carriage requistioned 52 times during the year. 


Police Gallantry. 


Again it is my great pleasure to chronicle imstances of bravery in the 
rank and file of the Force. The case of Detective Sergeant Mc.Guire and 
Detective Constable Rawcliffe calls for special comment, their action in so 
pluckily facing a revolver fired at them point-blank, twice, by an armed and 
desperate housebreaker, who received 7 years’ penal servitude, being particularly 
noteworthy, bringing well deserved recognition to the first-named in the shape 
of the King’s Police Medal, an honour to himself and the Force, as well as an 
increase of pay; whilst Detective Rawcliffe was rightly awarded a ‘“ Merit” 
decoration with increase of pay. Two other Constables have been granted the 
Merit Badge for arresting two burglars, and the following were commended :— 

One Sergeant—For skill shown in Ambulance Work. 
One Constable— Do. 
One. Constable—For rescuing a child from being run over by Motor Car. 





One Constable—For stopping a_ runaway horse. 
One Constable 





For intelligence displayed in a case of shopbreaking. 
Police Force. 


The strength of the Force has been increased during the past 12 months 
by the addition of 8 Constables, partly to make provision for the Weekly Rest 
Day concession, and partly to cover beats rendered vacant through the perma- 
nent employment of Police at the Dock. 


In the course of the year ended 31st December, 1911, 2 Constables were 
dismissed, 1 Constable was called upon to resign, 2 Constables resigned to join 
other Police Forces (one with the’ sanction of the Watch Committee to 
carry forward his period of Service in this Force), 2 Constables resigned volun- 
tarily to take up civil employment, 1 Constable died, 1 Inspector, I Sergeant and 
2 Constables were pensioned, 2 Pensioners died, 19 Constables (including the 8 
additional ones) were appointed, and there is at present a vacancy for one 
Constable. 


The Annual Inspection took place in the Public Hall on the goth March, 
by Lieut.-Colonel J. H. Eden, H.M. Inspector of Constabulary for the Northern 
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District. The Inspector expressed himself as well satisfied with everything he 
saw, and directed the Chief Constable to convey this expression of his opinion to 
the Members of the Force by General Order.

Keport of the Medical Officer of Health. 


TO THE CHAIRMAN AND MEMBERS OF THE HEALTH COMMITTEE. 
GENTLEMEN, 


The following Report deals with the sanitary condition of Preston, and the health 
of the inhabitants during the year rg1r. This was the year in which the census of 
population was taken, such enumeration being made at decennial intervals. The actual 
counting was. made on the night of April rst, and a preliminary announcement of the 
result, subject to revision, was issued about June. The previous census in rgor had 
shown the population of Preston to be 113,117, and the estimated increase each year had 
raised this amount to 120,000 for the middle of Igrt. 


It was, therefore, somewhat surprising, and certainly disappointing, to find that 
the result of the enumeration was to reduce these figures to 117,113, almost identical with 
the population as estimated as far back as the year 1899. Since the natural increase— 
the excess of births over deaths—for the succeeding 11 years had been equal to 13,346, 
the falling off froin the expected figure can only be accounted for by the number of people 
who reside and sleep outside the Borough limits, and by the emigration out of the town 
largely exceeding the immigration, or very possibly by a combination of both these con- 
tributing causes. 


Whilst an accurate return is to be desired, it is preferable that the population should 
be under—rather than over—estimated, in order to avoid a too favourable opinion being 
formed of the sanitary condition of the town, and its inhabitants. The figure upon which 
the vital statistics for the past year of 1g11 are based is therefore 117,216, being the 
amount actually shown by the census returns with the addition of 103, being the estimated 
increase which might be expected to take place up to June. 


The general construction of this Report is much the same as that adopted in former 
years, the vital statistics being first considered and analysed, and afterwards a short 
description being given of the various factors which have either had an adverse influence 
on the health of the town, or have tended towards its sanitary improvement. 


The Tables, Charts, and Plans are similar to those which have now been in use for 
so many years, this conservative adherence to one system making it more easy to estimate 
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the sanitary position of the town during any selected year, and to compare the figures 
with those of any year, or any series of years, which may have preceded or followed the 
period in question. As far as possible, I have avoided unnecessary detail and useless 
repetition, and I have also refrained from re-printing the text of the various Orders, Letters, 
and Memoranda issued by the Local Government Board; matters, which, together with 
other ‘‘ padding,” go to make the excellent Reports issued by many of my colleagues in 
other towns such bulky and imposing looking volumes. 


Although somewhat higher than that for the two exceptionally good years imme- 
diately preceding, the mortality for the past year of Ig1r cannot be regarded as 
unsatisfactory, especially when it is remembered that, as a result of the census, the 
population upon which the calculations are based is actually lower than that for either 
of the two years referred to. The unusually fine warm weather and high temperature of 
the summer months had an adverse influence by increasing the amount of summer 
diarrheea ; and, as will be shown later on, during the months of August and September 
a considerable number of infantile deaths were each week ascribed to this cause. 


Following the order in which the various diseases are inscribed on the weekly sheets 
of mortality, I deal first of all with Small Pox. No death resulted from this cause, although 
the town could not be said to have been entirely free from the disease. Cases were, from 
time to time, reported as occurring at the principal ports, and though the sanitary pre- 
cautions taken—forming the first line of defence—were, as a rule, sufficient to stamp 
out the infection, still in some instances the disease appeared to have passed the barrier, 
and afterwards made its appearance in some of the inland towns. Exemption from 
vaccination, which has now for some years been so frequently sought, and so easily 
obtained, has resulted in the production of a large number of children and young people 
who are unprotected, and susceptible to infection, and one cannot but consider, with grave 
anxiety, as to what may be the effect in any large town of a single case of Small Pox 
either wilfully concealed, or not recognised at an early stage. 


Of the three cases occurring in Preston during the year, the first—in April—was, 
perhaps, the most important, because some of the attendant circumstances were of a 
dangerous character. The patient,—a young man—resided with his family at a second- 
hand clothes shop, the nature of the business possibly accounting for the introduction of 
the disease, and certainly increasing the chances of extension. The business was closed, 
the house and contents disinfected, and the patient isolated and carefully watched. 
Fortunately, most members of the family had already been’ re-vaccinated, and this, 
together with the precautions adopted and thoroughly carried out, proved sufficient to 
prevent any further spread of infection.

In the following month—May—two further cases were notified, but these were very 
modified in character; indeed, in one instance, so much so as to leave some doubt as to 
the true nature of the disease. Every available precaution was, however, taken, and in 
neither case was there any spread of infection. Although occurring within a short interval 
of each other, there did not appear to be any connection between the two cases in question, 
nor between either of them, and the one reported in the previous month. It is satisfactory 
to find that the sanitary measures adopted were again sufficient to save the town from an 
outbreak of Small Pox, but such a result may not always be attained. The number of 
exemptions from vaccination granted during recent years—a number which is steadily and 
constantly increasing—has had the effect of rendering a large section of the rising popula- 
tion susceptible to the disease, and, therefore, a source of danger to all with whom they 
must of necessity be brought into contact. Vessels, upon which cases of Small Pox have 
occurred are constantly entering our large sea ports; and contacts—persons who have 
been more or less exposed to infection—are thence distributed over all parts of the king- 
dom. Notice concerning these is forwarded to the Health Authorities of the places named 
as their intended destinations, and this precaution, combined with the excellent sanitation 
maintained at our ports has, for a number of years, sufficed to protect the country, and 
prevent the disease from obtaining more than a temporary foothold. But at any time 
this line of defence may be overcome, and with the large amount of material susceptible 
to infection, an epidemic may be started which it will be exceedingly difficult, if not im- 
possible, to control. 


The reported cases of Typhoid Fever numbered 113, the disease occurring prin- 
cipally amongst children and young adults. The deaths from this cause amounted to 109, 
or at the rate of 16.81 per cent. of the cases of sickness ; whilst, distributed over the popu- 
lation, the rate of mortality was 0.17 per thousand. The disease never assumed anything 
like epidemic form, and was not especially prevalent in any one quarter of the town, or at 
any particular period of the year. Enquiries were made in each instance in order to 
ascertain, if possible, the cause and history of the disease, but in no case was there reason 
to believe that the infection had been conveyed through the medium of either the milk 
or water supply. Where there was any reason to suspect the drainage at the patient’s 
residence, an inspection was made, and, if found to be defective, the drain was repaired, 
or, if necessary, relaid. 


During the whole of the twelve months, Scarlet Fever was always more or less 
present, but in the month of May there was not only an increase in the number of cases 
notified, but the character of the disease appeared to assume a more serious form. In 
the course of a month or two some improvement was evident, but in November it again 
became prevalent, and one case, which terminated fatally after admission to hospital, was 
of a distinctly malignant type. The disease spread by direct contact with infected children, 
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and, as is always the case in such outbreaks, the unrecognised, or concealed, cases 
were a constant source of danger; and not unfrequently enquiry into some local outbreak, 
or into the appearance of the disease amongst the scholars attending some particular 
school, showed that in the first instance the infection had been spread by one or more cases 
of this description. Often medical assistance had not been called in, and it. became a 
difficult matter to prove knowledge on the part of the parents as to the nature of the illness, 
otherwise a prosecution would, no doubt, have a deterrent effect upon cases, which may 
sometimes be due to ignorance, but which not seldom are the result of a selfish disregard 
on the part of one person for the comfort and welfare of others. 


The deaths from Scarlet Fever were Ig in number, or at the rate of 5.08 per cent. 
of the reported cases, whilst 0.16 represented the rate of mortality per thousand from this 
cause. All the deaths were under the age of I5 years, the greater part being those 
of children between the ages of I and 5 years. 


Measles was not prevalent during the past year, although towards the close there 
were indications that the infection, though not widespread, was still present in certain 
districts. Possibly, therefore, this is the best time in which, even at some risk of what 
may seem like useless repetition, to again warn parents that there is no necessity, and no 
reason, for a child to suffer from Measles, and that the disease, however lightly it may be 
regarded, is, of all the infectious fevers, the most deadly in its results, especially when 
contracted during infancy, or the first few years of childhood. It must be acknowledged 
that, despite the efforts of sanitary authorities and of health officials, little progress has been 
made in checking the prevalence of Measles, or in increasing the intervals which elapse 
between the various epidemics. Compulsory and voluntary notification have alike been 
tried, but with a few isolated exceptions, the results in either case have been unsatisfactory 
and discouraging. One characteristic of Measles, which distinguishes it from the other 
infectious fevers, and which undoubtedly does much to assist in its spread, is the fact that 
the child is in an infectious condition, and so a source of danger to others, before the 
appearance of the rash enables the nature of the illness to be definitely settled. This 
feature of the disease, and the fact that, in a considerable number of cases, medical assist- 
ance is not called in, or only when some complication, like Bronchitis, has supervened, does 
much to nullify the benefits which might result from notification, and therefore increases 
the objection to the heavy expenditure which such a course, with the subsequent inspection, 
must entail. 


| The greatest hope for improvement les in the gradual spread of better knowledge 
amongst the people, and consequently a more general observance of the rules which would 
help to prevent and restrain any form of infectious disease. 


Whooping Cough, so often associated with Measles, never assumed any severe epi- 
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demic form, although during nearly the whole course of the year cases were, from time to 
time, reported as occurring in the various Schools. An examination of the children, and the 
exclusion of all those who showed any—even the earliest—signs of infection had the effect 
of checking the disease and preventing any decided outbreak. This again is an illness 
which, like Measles, is infectious, and capable of being transmitted from one child to 
another, before its exact nature can with certainty be determined, and it is unfortunately 
one which too often is looked upon as an almost necessary adjunct to early life, and against 
which it is, therefore, useless to take even the most ordinary precautions. A better know- 
ledge of the laws of health, and of the manner in which diseases of this character are con- 
veyed from those affected to the healthy, will, in the course of time, do much to reduce 
the amount of sickness, and the consequent mortality. 


In former Reports I have been able to speak with satisfaction as to the compara- 
tively small amount of Diphtheria met with in Preston, but during the last two or three 
years the reported cases of sickness have steadily increased in number. As a consequence 
the admissions to hospital have risen, and though all the patients may not have been affected 
with true Diphtheria, still the septic condition of the throats often accompanied with 
foetid nasal discharge, has been sufficiently serious to cause the cases to be regarded with 
grave suspicion, and to warrant their removal to the Isolation Wards. 


Careful enquiry was made into the circumstances attendant upon each case notified, 
and. in some instances, conditions in or near to the patient’s dwelling were discovered, 
which would seem sufficient to account for the outbreak, whilst in some others actual con- 
tact with a previous case of infection showed that the disease had been directly transmitted 
from one patient to another. When Scarlet Fever and Diphtheria are both present in a 
town, it sometimes becomes difficult to determine the exact nature of the disease, and so 
cases have been admitted on account of the severity of the throat symptoms in which the 
history of a recent slight rash, and subsequent desquamation, have gone to show that, in all 
probability, the case was really one of Scarlet Fever. 


Again, there is good reason to suppose that a mixed infection, a combination of the 
poisons of Scarlet Fever and Diphtheria may exist at the same time in the same patient, 
the prevailing symptoms varying in different cases according to the degree in which one 
or other of the infective poisons has been absorbed. 


The number of cases reported as Diphtheria was 232, and of these 32 terminated 
fatally, the percentage of deaths to cases being 13.79, whilst the rate of mortality from 
this cause was 0.26 per thousand of the population. In all cases admitted to hospital the 
Diphtheritic serum was at once injected, since its value in overcoming the poisonous germs 
depends, in a great measure, upon the promptitude with which it is used. The gratuitous 
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provision of antitoxin serum to any medical practitioner making application was taken 
advantage of to a fairly large extent, and in this way some 246,000 units were distributed- 
during the course of the year. . 


The mortality from Diarrhoea, though not so heavy as that which has been so fre- 
quently recorded in former years, was still in excess of that for any of the four years 
immediately preceding, and more especially contrasts unfavourably with the year 1909, 
when the death-rate from this disease was exceptionally low. 


Although there was a high temperature on one or two days in the early part of 
June, and a still higher one recorded on July 12th, 13th, and 14th, it was not until the 
beginning of August that the mortality from Summer Diarrhoea amongst infants began 
to be observed. During that and the following month 123 deaths were registered from 
this cause, and almost the whole of these occurred amongst infants under the age of 
twelve months. Out of the total 136 deaths from Diarrhcea throughout the year, 114 were 
those of infants and 16 those of children between the ages of I and 5 years, leaving only 
6 to be divided amongst those of greater age. The rate of mortality, divided amongst the 
whole population, amounted to 1.39 per thousand, and was below that of any of the large 
Lancashire towns. In proportion to the number of inhabitants, the districts which 
suffered most severely were Christ Church, Trinity, and Fishwick Wards. 


Temperature and rainfall alike exercise very considerable influence over Summer 
Diarrhcea, and in this way the loss implied to the agriculturist by a cold wet summer is 
compensated for by the reduced amount of sickness observable amongst the infant popula- 
tion of both town and country. 


But whilst the conditions of season and climate are beyond control, much can be 
done in each household to protect the younger members from Diarrhoea during the summer 
and autumn months, or, if it should appear, then to reduce, as far as possible, the severity 
and danger of the attack. Strict cleanliness of house and person, the prompt removal 
of all rubbish, especially of decaying animal and vegetable matter, the destruction of flies, 
and the safeguarding of provisions and milk from their attacks, ventilation and the ad- 
mission of air both by day and by night throughout the house, would do much in this 
direction, and though the smaller and more confined the dwelling, the greater is the 
difficulty in observing some of these conditions, still it is in the narrow streets and crowded 
houses that they are most urgently required, and would be followed by the best results. 
For this reason, parents, especially those residing in the poorer parts of the town, are in- 
vited—and indeed urged—to report at the Health Office all cases of Diarrhcea occurring 
amongst young children, in order that the Health Visitor may attend at the house, and 
give assistance in the nursing and general management of the case. Artificial feeding, 
especially feeding with unsuitable substances, is responsible for many of the diarrheal 
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deaths, and, as shown in Table 4A., a large proportion of the fatal cases are registered 
between the ages of about 2 and 8 months, when children are so frequently fed upon sub- 
stances which they are quite unable to digest, and which, therefore, act as sources of 
irritation. 

The deaths from Consumption—r111—though more numerous than those of the pre- 
vious year, are slightly below the average of the past six years. With respect to this 
disease, a steady improvement has, for some considerable time, been apparent, no doubt 
in a great measure due to the improved conditions under which the working classes live, 
not only when at home, but also when pursuing their occupations in factory and work- 
shop. Going as far back as 1870, the following table shows the Phthisis mortality during 
each of the quinquennial periods up to rgro, together with that for the past year of Ig1I:—

Aided by recent legislation, a vigorous campaign against Consumption has now 
been commenced throughout the country, the disease having lately been included amongst 
those in respect to which notification is compulsory. Hitherto the system of notification 
only referred to such cases as were being treated in Union practice, or in hospitals 
deriving their income from sources other than the contributions of the patients, or the 
rates and taxes. It is now required that all cases shall be reported, and in this way a first 
and most important point—a knowledge of the enemy’s position—will be gained. But 
whatever may be done by imperial or municipal legislation, the result of the contest rests, 
in a great measure, in the hands of the tuberculous patient, his family, and friends. 
Effectually to stamp out the disease, not only must the existing cases be treated, but every 
effort must be made to prevent the creation of further ones, by the transmission of the 
germs of infection from those affected to those—at present healthy— who must be brought 
into contact with them. 





It is, therefore, essential that the instructions as to the precautionary measures to 
be adopted—whether given in a practical manner during the patient’s residence in a 
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sanatorium, or verbally or by leaflet through the agency of the Public Health officials— 
should be faithfully and unselfishly carried out. United action, and the loyal co-operation 
of all concerned can alone ensure success, but the stake at issue is of such supreme im- 
portance as to warrant every effort and even some occasional sacrifice. The cases of 
Phthisis reported during the year, under the Regulations of 1908 and 1911, numbered 62, 
whilst through death, or other causes, certain others came under observation. 


Bronchitis and Inflammation of the Lungs, together accounted for 316 deaths, of 
which, as usual, the greater number were registered during the colder months at the 
beginning and close of the year. It was also amongst the very young and the old—the 
two extremes of life—that the greatest mortality prevailed, and so out of 199 deaths from 
Bronchitis, 57 were returned as under the age of twelve months, and 55 in persons who 
had exceeded the age of 65 years. 


The next item on the list of mortality is one which each year accounts for a con- 
siderable number of deaths, grouped together under the heading, “ Teething, Premature 
Births, and Debility.’. Necessarily, the greater number of these deaths—-258—are those 
of infants, 58 being between the ages of 1 and 5 years, and 8 those of children slightly older. 
Table No. 4A, already referred to, gives further particulars as to the whole of the infantile 
deaths, dividing them into periods of one week up to the first month, and then into three- 
monthly periods up to the end of the year. 


As already shown, Diarrhoea and Respiratory disease account for many of these deaths, 
75 are due to Premature Birth, 69 to Atrophy, Debility and Marasmus, and 25 to Con- 
vulsions. The employment of mothers nearly up to the time of parturition is certainly 
the cause of many of these cases of Premature Birth, as well as of those in which the in- 
fant, never having lived,is buried as“ still-born.’ To Suffocation, ‘‘overlying,”’ 4 deaths 
are ascribed, and though the number may not appear large, still it represents a loss of life, 
which might, and should have been avoided. 


The practice of allowing very young children to sleep in the same bed as their parents 
is one which must be attended with danger, since at any time the child’s face may be 
covered, and the supply of air cut off from its lungs, by contact with the bed, the bed- 
clothes, or the body of its mother. In such cases death seems to come gradually and 
quietly, the parents are often tired out, and so sleep heavily after the day’s work, and 
almost invariably there is nothing to attract attention, until, upon awakening, they find 
that the infant, which went to bed apparently in good health, is now dead. 


The 473 deaths of infants within the Borough formed 26 per cent. of the total deaths 
at all ages, whilst the infantile mortality, calculated in the usual way, stood in the pro- 
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portion of 173 to each thousand births. In other words, out of every thousand children 
born, 173 failed to survive the first year of their lives. This is higher than the number 
for the previous year, the increase being mainly caused by the diarrhceal mortality, but 
shows a very considerable improvement over any year prior to the commencement of the 
present century, when the average figure was considerably more than 200 per thou- 
sand births. But though a certain improvement has been effected, the present yearly 
loss of infantile life is much greater than it should be, many of the deaths are in reality 
avoidable, and are due to a want of care and judicious treatment on the part of those in 
whose hands the lives of these children have been placed. 


If this fact is recognised, it ought to stimulate parents to greater efforts in the 
future, and to a more willing and whole-hearted co-operation with those who, by means 
of instruction and advice, are seeking to reduce this yearly sacrifice of infantile life. 


The number of deaths registered as due to Old Age or Senile Decay, meaning a gradual 
loss of vital power without the presence of any actual disease, was 94, a number below the 
average of past years. Violence accounted for 56 deaths, of which 6 were due to suicide, 
and the remainder to accidents of various descriptions. 


The remaining deaths to the number of 679 are grouped together under the heading, 
“Other Diseases,’ but with regard to many of these, further particulars are given in 
Table 3A, which it must be remembered deals with the deaths of all residents, whether 
occurring in or beyond the Borough limits, and therefore includes the deaths in the Ful- 
wood Workhouse, in various asylums, as well as those of all persons who, having been 
away for pleasure or business purposes, have died in other towns. 


This is a point which must be taken into consideration when studying the various 
Tables, the headings of which should be carefully noted, since some of them deal only with 
deaths within the town, whilst in others an addition is made of the deaths of former 
residents occurring outside the town, and a deduction of those persons who, living else- 
where, happen for various reasons to have been in Preston at the time of their death. 


The Table in question shows that 172 deaths were due to Heart Disease, and 104 
to some forms of malignant disease grouped together under the heading of Cancer. 


Influenza, which was much less prevalent than in many recent years, accounted for 
12 deaths, whilst 12 also were attributed to Rheumatic Fever, and 37 to Nephritis and 
Bright’s Disease. These and other diseases not specially defined, bring up the total 
number of deaths to 1,984, including deaths in the Workhouse, Asylums, and outside the 
Borough boundaries. 
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The actual number of persons who died at all ages within the town—and it is with 
them that this Report is especially concerned—was 1,817, which, upon a population of 
117,216, gives an annual rate of mortality equal to 15.50 per thousand. This is the lowest 
rate on record with the exception of those for the two years immediately preceding, but it 
must be noted that the population for those years was estimated at a higher figure than 
that for 1911, the year now under consideration. 


The total number of births recorded throughout the year was 2,726, absolutely 
the lowest since 1850, a period of over 60 years. The natural increase—the excess of births 
over deaths—only amounted to gog lives, a figure which contrasts unfavourably, and to 
a startling extent with those of former years, especially when the reduction in the death 
rate is taken into consideration. During the ten years of the present century, the birth 
rate has steadily fallen until it has now reached the low level of 23.25 per thousand, 
whereas, during many of the previous fifty years, it exceeded 40 per thousand (1869, 44.20 ; 
1868, 43.82). the average rate for each year during the half century having been 38.77 per 
thousand. Taken in conjunction with a declining birth rate throughout the whole country, 
varying, of course, in extent in different towns and districts, it is impossible to avoid coming 
to the conclusion that interference with natural laws by the use of preventives, in different 
forms and at various stages of pregnancy, 1s becoming better known and more generally 
adopted. By some persons it may be, and indeed is, contended that this is an economical 
proceeding, and an evidence of thrift, on the part of those who in this. way seek to limit 
the extent of their families, but, unfortunately, the practice is chiefly prevalent not amongst 
the very poor, who, until the children attain a wage-earning age, must needs have a hard 
struggle to bring up a large family, but amongst the rich and the fairly well-to-do classes 
of the community. With some the question of expense may be the prevailing motive, 
but with the majority it is probably a desire to avoid the restrictions entailed by maternity, 
and a disinclination to undertake the work (which should surely be a pleasant one), in- 
separable from the education and bringing up of a growing family. Apart from the moral 
aspect of the proceeding, and the important bearing which it must have upon the growth 
and progress of the nation, there is reason to believe that such interference with natural 
laws can only lead to impaired health, and possibly be the cause of various forms of disease. 
The evil is certainly a growing one, and as such calls for strong measures for its repression. 


The number of illegitimate births registered during the year was 147, standing in 
the ratio of 5.4 per cent. of the total number. 


Under the Notification of Births Act, 1907, information was received at the Health 
Office of 2,765 children born during the year. This very nearly corresponds with the registered 
number of births, although the figures can never be exactly the same, since a very small 
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before the next year has commenced. The numbers are, however, sufficiently near as to 
show that now that the requirements of the Act are becoming more generally known, they 
are being conscientiously carried out, and though from ignorance or other causes there 
may occasionally be a little delay, the main object of the Act—the early information of each 
birth to the Health Authority —is being well attained. 


The usual return of the year’s work done by the Sanitary Inspectors is given on Table 
No. 9. 


Mere figures as regards inspection and re-inspection give little actual information 
as to the nature or amount of the work done, since one case may literally be a mere matter of 
inspection, and another may require a good deal of attention, and may involve the expen- 
diture of considerable time. 


Each district has, however, been closely and regularly supervised, special visits being 
made where required, while matters such as Canal Boats, Cowsheds and Dairies, Markets 
and Slaughter Houses, Common Lodging Houses, &c., which are bound to comply with 
certain regulations, and to maintain a proper standard of cleanliness, have received regular 
and careful inspection. 


With this Table should also be read Table No. Io, giving a list of the nuisances and 
defective conditions remedied, and other work done, in connection with the various 
Factories and Workshops throughout the town. Table No. 5A gives further information 
required under the Factory and Workshops Act, as to the number of registered workshops, 
inclusive of factories, bakehouses, etc., the amount and nature of the homework done, matters 
notified by H.M. Factory Inspector, and dealt with under the Public Health Act, &c. 
Table No. 1z is also connected with the same subject, and shows in detail the nature of the 
businesses carried on in the various Factories and Workshops at present on the register. 


Whilst the sanitary condition of the dwellings of the people is a matter calling for 
constant attention, it is equally important that the places in which they spend their working 
hours—and, therefore, a large portion of their lives—should be kept clean, well lighted, well 
ventilated, and free from any condition opposed to health. Trades which can be classed as 
dangerous are rare in the town, and, therefore, there is little necessity for the provision and 
enforcement of apparatus for preventing poisonous fumes, metallic dust, and other dangerous 
matters from passing into the atmosphere, but the work required is rather on the lines of 
general sanitation. In this way considerable improvements have been effected in the general 
condition and sanitary arrangements bothof the large factories and the smaller workshops, 
with proportionate advantage to the health of the persons employed. 
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The work of converting privies to water-closets, and abolishing the offensive ashpits, 
is practically completed in the town, although a few isolated cases may, from time to time, 
crop up, which have either been overlooked, or have previously been served with notices, 
which have lapsed. 


The improvement of yard and lobby surfaces by the substitution of flags for the existing 
pebble pavement, which, by allowing the soakage of offensive liquids so greatly contributed 
to the contamination of the sub-soil, has been proceeded with ; although in this respect the 
numbers dealt with have not been so large as in many former years. But the number remain- 
ing to be dealt with is now not very large, whilst pressure of other duties has somewhat 
interfered with work in this direction during the past twelve months. 


Drain testing has been proceeded with, both in houses where—possibly in connection 
with the notification of infectious disease—some defect has been either suspected or 
discovered, or where a tenant has complained of a nuisance, or has had some reasonable 
ground for requesting an examination. 


The Report on Canal Boats was forwarded, as requested, to the Local Government 
Board at the beginning of the year. The following is a copy, and it will be seen that no 
alteration has taken place in the number of boats working upon this portion of the Canal, 
and that, apart from a few minor defects, remedied at once, their general condition has been 
satisfactory. 


COUNTY BOROUGH OF PRESTON. 


CANAL BOATS ACTS, 1877 AND 1884. 


I beg to submit the following Report dealing with the condition of the Canal 


Boats coming under the jurisdiction of this Sanitary Authority, for the year ending 
December 31st, I9gII. 


No change has taken place during the past year in regard to these boats, 33 
still remaining on the Register, 22 having been cancelled, thus shewing that a total 
of 55 has been registered. 


The work of supervision has been carried out as in the past few years, by 
Inspector Crossthwaite, in addition to his other Sanitary duties, and without special 
remuneration. 


In the Report for 1910 reference is made to notices being served to paint the 
cabins of seven boats, at a time when the said boats were in the Court of Chancery. 
The aforesaid notices have been complied with during the past year. 
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All but three of the boats have been inspected during the year, as have also others 
registered at Lancaster. Of these three, one, the “Mary Anne,” No. 6, is plying 
on the Carnforth portion of the Canal; whilst the other two, ‘“ David,” 54, and 
“ Royal,” 55, make occasional trips, and are not used for sleeping purposes. They 
are mostly stationed at their owner’s works situate outside the Borough Boundary. 


The “ Elizabeth,” No. 4, registered at Lancaster, has been broken up; the cer- 
tificate was returned to this Authority, and duly forwarded to the supervising officer 
at Lancaster. 


In several cases, infringements of the Regulations were found, consisting of 
cabins requiring painting, defective steps leading to cabin, and the absence of a water 
vessel and certificate. 


The water vessel and certificate were immediately brought on board, at the 
Inspector’s request, whilst the notices to paint the cabins were complied with in the 
specified time. 


No cases of Infectious Disease have been found upon the boats, nor have any such 
cases been notified as occurring amongst the occupants. 


The following table shows the details of occupation and inspection during the past 
ten years.:—— 
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All the other details are shewn on the attached Statistical Supplement.

All tents and vans coming into the town, during the Fairs or at holiday times, or 


making a short stay in their passage to other districts, have been inspected, in order to 
keep them up to the requisite standard of cleanliness, and to guard against the possible 
introduction of some form of infectious disease. 
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Little change has taken place in the Common Lodging Houses, which on the whole 
have been maintained in a satisfactory condition, having regard to the fact that many of 
them have not been built for the purpose to which they aie now put, but were dwelling- 
houses, which have been more or less successfully adapted to their present purpose. It has 
been considered advisable to register such places, and so bring them under the supervision 
both of the Police and the Sanitary Inspectors, since otherwise they would frequently be 
used by casual nightly lodgers, although nominally let as furnished apartments. 


For offences of this kind proceedings were taken in two instances, in one of which a 
fine of 50s. and costs was imposed, whilst the other was dismissed. Summonses were also 
taken against the keepers of three houses for permitting unmarried persons of opposite 
sexes to occupy the same room. Two cases resulted in fines of 20s. and costs, whilst the 
third was dismissed. 


In my Report for 1910, I stated that, under the Housing and Town Planning Act, 
1909, a number of suitable areas had been selected, and it was hoped that during the 
following year some of these would be reported upon, and, if possible, improved. 


Certain blocks of property were accordingly taken in each of the four sanitary 
districts, and the houses forming them were separately and carefully examined. 
A considerable number of defects and insanitary conditions were found, such as defective 
roofs and gutters, broken floors, dirty and defective walls and ceilings, broken staircases, 
water-closets out of order, windows that would not open, etc. With the exception of the 
houses forming one street in No.2 District, and in consequence of notices served upon the 
respective owners, these insanitary conditions were either remedied, or the necessary 
work had been commenced before the close of the year. The excepted street in ques- 
tion—Rye Street—contained a row of twelve houses on one side, and five on the other. 


Three of the latter houses, in addition to other defects, had small low sculleries at 
the back which, without serving any useful purpose, had the effect of interfering with the 
circulation of air, besides cutting off the sunlight from the backs of the dwellings. 


The buildings in question were pulled down, and the other defects remedied, with 
marked improvement to the houses. The twelve houses on the north side of the street, 
besides being very dirty, were structurally defective, and had the further disadvantage 
of having privies and ashpits, which were situated at too low a level to permit of their 
being drained into the sewer. I reported upon these houses as being unfit for human 
habitation, and, after the owner had attended, and pleaded his case, before the Health 
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Committee, a Closing Order was made, and the necessary notices were afterwards served. 
The owner then appealed to the Local Government Board. In due course, an Inspector 
came down, and made a careful examination of the property, which had undergone an 
equally careful preparation for the inspection. Up to the close of the year the result was 
not known, but since then notice has been received to the effect that the appeal was 
allowed, and the Closing Order consequently set aside. 


The work of the Health Visitors is summarised on Table No. 11, from which it will 
be seen that attention has been given not only to infants immediately after birth, but also 
to children of older growth, those in attendance at the elementary schools. 


The first named duty, that of visiting the births as soon as possible after notification 
is, of course, one of the most important, and is indeed the reason which in the first in- 
stance led to the appointment of these very valuable additions to the Sanitary staff. 
There can be no question as to the value of skilled advice and assistance, especially when 
given—as is so often the case—to a young mother, who is herself quite ignorant of the 
duties connected with maternity, or who has been brought up to methods, and instructed 
in traditions, which are utterly wrong and obsolete. 


The value of the Health Visitor increases as she gains the confidence and affection 
of those with whom she has to deal, and it is satisfactory to find that, whilst at the time 
that these appointments were first made her visits were looked upon with a certain amount 
of distrust and suspicion, they are now, in the great majority of cases, sought after and 
welcomed. 


The table in question shows the number of visits paid to births immediately after 
notification, and also records the condition of the houses, and the manner in which the 
infants were fed. 


Another duty was that of visiting children who were reported to be suffering from 
minor infectious diseases, those which are not compulsorily notifiable, but which, if allowed 
to go unchecked, have often such a disastrous effect upon school attendance. It may be 
noted that, whilst nearly all the infants visited immediately after birth, probably within 
a week of the date of notification, are found to be breast fed, the great proportion of those 
who have died from diarrhcea, and who are generally a few months old, were, at the time 
of their death, artificially fed. This may not always be due to the one cause, but, in a 
great many instances, it is the result of the mother’s early return to her occupation at the 
mill, and her consequent inability to continue natural feeding. 
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The following Table A shows the number of children reported from each of the 
schools as suffering from some form of infectious or contagious disease, and Table B_ gives 


the ages of those affected. 
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Of course, in the case of diseases included in the schedule of the Notification Acts, 
1889 and 1899, this information would only supplement that already in all probability 
received from the medical practitioner in attendance, but, as regards the minor infectious 
diseases, it enabled the Health Visitor to see the child at its home, give advice as to 
isolation and medical attendance, and prevent a too early return to school. 


Although there is a decided improvement throughout the town as regards the num- 
ber of children with dirty, sore, or verminous heads, this is a matter which requires constant 
attention and re-inspection. It is, of course, amongst the girls that this condition is chiefly 
found, and it is only by actual and close examination that the true state of things can be 
brought to light. This work entailed a considerable amount of time spent in the schools, 
as well as a number of visits to the children’s homes, in order to see that suitable treatment 
was being adopted, and that the children did not return to school until the offensive con- 
dition had been entirely removed. Owing to the close contact of children when in school, 
and the small amount of space generally afforded in the cloak rooms, the dirty head of one 
child may be the means of affecting a number of others, and, apart from the effect upon 
health, it is obviously unfair that the children of cleanly parents should suffer from the 
neglected condition of others. 
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Communication between the Health and the Education Offices was not only 
kept up through the medium of the reports of infectious disease, but also through 
the lists supplied by the Schools’ Medical Inspector, showing the defects present 
in certain of the children whom he had examined. In due course, and after a suitable 
interval had been allowed to elapse, these children were visited, and it was then ascertained 
how far the recommendation to obtain medical assistance had been carried out. Where 
nothing had been done, the parents were urged and encouraged to lose no further time, 
and, in the great majority of cases, the desired result was effected. A few instances where, 
from poverty, apathy, or other causes, it was found that the child had not obtained the 
necessary treatment, were relegated to the small Care Committees appointed in each parish, 
for the purpose of dealing with special cases of this description. 


There has been a reduction in the number of registered midwives practising in the 
Borough. At the date of my last Report, there were 57 names upon the Register. One 
name has since been added, that of a midwife who came from Fleetwood, whilst 5 have 
been removed ; 3 on account of voluntary retirement due to ill-health, 1 through death, and 
1 through removal from the district. At the time of the passing of the Midwives Act, 
1902, only 7 per cent. of the women enrolled held any certificate of training. There are 
now 12 who hold some form of certificate, equal to 22 per cent. of the total number of 
names upon the local Register. The usual inspection of the midwives and their appliances 
took place at the beginning of the year, and since then many of them have been interviewed 
in connection with some special case, or some circumstance connected with their practice. 
During the twelve months no complaint was received against any midwife, nor was it 
necessary to suspend, or report any of them, for neglect or malpraxis, to the Central Board. 
As time goes on, the old school of midwives must die out, and their places will be taken by 
younger women, better trained, better versed in modern methods, and with more orthodox 
ideas as to the value of absolute cleanliness in the performance of their duties. 


The Dairies and Cowsheds have been regularly visited, and every opportunity has 
been taken, and every effort made, to secure possible improvements. Taken all round 
their condition is fairly satisfactory, although the manner of milking, and dealing with 
the milk, still leaves much to be desired on the score of perfect cleanliness. Better con- 
ditions as regards lighting and ventilation have from time to time been secured, and in 
these respects, as well as in many others, the town shippons compare favourably with the 
majority of those in the surrounding country districts. 


The Slaughter Houses, both public and private, have received regular attention, 
and not only have all animals intended for human food been inspected, either before, after, 
or during the process of slaughter, but equal attention has been given to the meat, fish, 
and vegetables exposed for sale, either in the private shops or upon the public markets. 
Meat, to the amount of 133,795 lbs. was condemned after inspection, and afterwards 
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destroyed in the special chamber intended for this purpose at the Public Destructor. 
The whole of this meat was submitted for inspection, and destroyed with the consent of 
the owner, so that condemnation was not followed by any punitive proceedings. Fish 
also, to the total amount of 29,234]1bs., was treated in a similar manner, almost the 
whole of it having been taken at the Wholesale Market in connection with the Railway 
Station. 


Although a certain number of private Slaughter Houses still remain in the town, 
‘the greatest amount of meat is killed at the Public Abattoir, where the advantages afforded 
are gradually overcoming the opposition which was at first offered by a section of the 
butchers, to its erection. 


These advantages are its cool and breezy situation, its proximity to the cattle 
market, of which it really forms a part, and the facilities afforded both for slaughter and 
more especially for the hanging and cooling of the meat. 


Another advantage, and one which should not be lost sight of, is that the position of 
the lairage, and the supervision of the Slaughter House, permit of the animal being killed 
with the least amount of suffering either as regards the anticipation or the realization of 
death. It would be well if throughout the country greater efforts were made to prevent 
unnecessary suffering for the animals which have to be slaughtered, either for food or other 
purposes. 


In the hands of even an expert, the pole-axe is not an entirely satisfactory or certain 
implement, and it would be well if its use could be superseded by that of the ‘* Humane 
Killer,” or captive bolt pistol, as recommended by the Royal Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty.to Animals. Animals must be slaughtered, and day by day this process of 
slaughter is going on, and therefore it is only right that it should be done in the most 
satisfactory, and therefore the most humane, manner possible. 


Samples of various articles of food in common daily use, to the number of 211, 
were purchased, with all the formalities required by the Food and Drugs Adulteration Act, 
1875-1907, as were also 53 others, obtained in an informal manner. 


Out of 62 samples of Milk purchased formally, 13 failed to pass satisfactorily the 
_test of analysis, the chief fault being an amount of butter-fat below the recognized quantity, 
-whilst in five instances there was-also evidence of added water. 


Where this was the case, a prosecution followed, and fines of Ios. to 20s., together 
with costs, were imposed. In the other cases, where the cream fell somewhat below the 
3 per cent. standard, cautionary letters were sent to the respective vendors. 
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In the case of Potted Shrimps, containing 0.9 per cent. of borates, there were cir- 
cumstances which seemed, in a great measure, to exonerate the actual vendor from blame, 
and the proceedings were accordingly withdrawn upon payment of costs. 


Where a sample of Whiskey was found to be 25.9 degrees under proof, or 0.9 per 
cent. below the statutory limit, it was considered that the amount of dilution was not 
sufficient to call for a prosecution. 


Although no action followed in the case of articles purchased informally, and found 
to be adulterated, or otherwise defective, the knowledge thus gained was of value, since it 


pointed to these articles being again analysed after purchase made in compliance with the 
formalities of the Act. 


Information as to the whole of the articles analysed, whether purchased in a formal 
or informal manner, is given in Tables Nos. 15 and 16. 


In the month of August, I had, in company with your Chairman, the privilege, 
accorded in previous years, of attending one of the Sanitary Congresses, which have now 
become recognized annual institutions. 


The one attended was that of the Royal Institute of Public Health, held in Dublin, 
under the presidency of Her Excellency the Countess of Aberdeen. 


An opportunity was thus afforded of seeing the sanitary condition of the Irish 
capital, of late years so much improved, and of hearing a number of lectures, papers, and 


discussions, all of great interest, and many of them dealing with the most recent questions 
of public health. 


One great advantage of such meetings is the opportunity which they afford for an 
interchange of opinion amongst those engaged in the work of sanitation, and of acquiring 
from the experience of others some assistance towards the solution of difficult problems. 


In concluding this Report, I would refer to certain work, which, although carried out 


in the Borough Surveyor’s department, has an important bearing upon the health and 
general appearance of the town. 


In a number of the larger streets, sett-paving, to the extent of 32,423 square yards, 


has been laid down, whilst the side walks, to the extent of 18,648 square yards, have been 
covered with flags. 


Several of the older sewers have been re-laid, whilst, in the case of the trunk sewers, 
extensive repairs have also been carried out. 
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By the increase, in both area and depth, of Spade Mill Reservoir, the town’s water 
supply has materially benefited, the storage here being now equal to two hundred and 
thirty million gallons, or an increase of one hundred and twenty million gallons over 
the original capacity of this reservoir. 


The new Park, which takes its name from Miss Haslam, the generous donor, is 
rapidly approaching completion, and promises to vie in popularity with the other Parks, 
which form such an ornamental and distinctive feature of the town. Open-air spaces of 
this description, especially when filled with beautiful shrubs and flowers, do much, not only 


to improve the appearance of a town, but also to improve the moral and physical character 
of its inhabitants. 


Finally, I regret that owing, in the early part of the year, to deficiency of numbers 
in the clerical department, and to pressure of work in connection with the Tuberculosis 
question, this Report has been delayed until such a late period of the year, and one so 
much beyond its usual time of publication.

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THE sISOLATIONS HOSEIT Ala 


Each year, since the Hospital was opened in 1907, there has been a gradual increase 
in the number of patients dealt with, and the returns show that this increase was most 
marked during the past year of 1911. At the beginning of the year, the number of patients 
in Hospital was Typhoid Fever 11, Scarlet Fever, 12, Diphtheria 5, whilst the admissions 
have been respectively 70, 255, and 114, making a total of-467 cases treated during the 
twelve months. 


As regards the first-named disease-—-Typhoid Fever—the greatest number of cases 
was treated during the early months of the year, but the available number of beds was 
at all times sufficient to satisfy the demands for admission. 


A family, consisting of the mother and five children, were admitted, within the 
space of a few days, from one house in Smith Street, as was also a relative residing in 
another house in the same street. The last-named patient, and the mother both died, 
but the children, after illnesses of varying extent, were discharged in good health. 


The entries of Scarlet Fever cases continued throughout the year, and at times were 
so numerous as to test the wards to their utmost capacity, every available bed being fully 
occupied. This was especially the case towards the close of the year, and in December 
both pavilions were completely filled, although a number of extra beds and cots had been 
requisitioned to meet the emergency. Occasionally cases were admitted in which the 
type of disease seemed to have reverted to the more severe, and even malignant, form 
which twenty years ago was much more frequently met with. As might be expected these 
succumbed, as a rule, shortly after admission, but the majority of cases, although with 
varying degrees of severity, were of the type commonly seen at the present time. 


The deaths were 14 in number, but of these 3 were due to Bronchitis or Pneumonia, 
contracted before admission, and one to Emphysema and Cardiac failure coming on during 
the progress of convalescence. 


As far as possible, one pavilion was used for patients who were recovering, and the 
other for those in the earlier or more acute stages, whilst those in a septic condition were 
isolated in the small observation wards. 


In April, a young nurse, in attendance upon the Scarlet Fever patients, contracted 
the disease, and was removed from the administrative block to a private ward. The 
disease ran the usual course, and, I am glad to say, terminated in complete recovery. 
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As a result of the increased prevalence of Diphtheria, the number of admissions was 
considerably in excess of that for any of the previous years. 


The deaths amounted to 13, the great majority being infants or young children, 
attacked by a severe form of the disease, who succumbed within a very short time—in 
some instances only a few hours—after admission to Hospital. In two of these cases, 
tracheotomy had been performed prior to the patient’s removal from home. One child 
suffered from severe ulceration of the cheeks, lips, etc., but, after a protracted illness, 
eventually made a good recovery. 


Great care has always been taken to see that patients do not leave the Hospital 
until in a fit condition to do so, and since the opening of the Institution, the number of 
return cases has been small. There were, during the past year, a very few instances in 
which a second case of Scarlet Fever has occurred in a family within a short time after a 
patient’s return home from Hospital. 


These might be return cases, but, on the other hand, it is equally probable that the 
second case was contracted in the same manner, and possibly from the same source, as the 
first ; or that some article of dress, etc., belonging to the initial case had been too carefully 
put away at the time that the house was disinfected, and so had remained with the germs 
undestroyed, to be again brought into use on the patient’s return. 


As already stated, the total number of patients treated during the past twelve 
months, was considerably in excess of that for any previous year, and consequently, as 
might be expected, the total expenditure is also greater. 


But while there is an increase in the total amount paid for provisions, drugs, and 
dressings, coal, and salaries, there is, as regards both patients and staff, in the cost per head 
of food, a marked reduction. a 


This is partly due to the strict economy and supervision exercised, and also in part 
to the small proportion of Typhoid cases, always the most expensive in hospital treatment. 
The sum put down to drugs and dressings has been largely increased by the expense 
attendant upon the gratuitous distribution of anti-diphtheritic serum to the Medical pro- 
fession; and also by the large amount of serum used in hospital, consequent upon the 
increased number of patients admitted. 
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Information as to the expenditure for the year, and a comparison with that of 
previous years is set forth in the following Table :—

The number of vessels—chiefly steamers—which has been inspected at the Dock 
or quay side during the past year is not quite so large as that for 1g1o0, a result probably 
due to the coal and railway strikes, which here, as elsewhere, had a disastrous effect upon 
the trade of the Port. 


Another reason is that the smaller vessels, those engaged in the coasting trade, 
having already been inspected a considerable number of times, do not now require exam- 
ination on each of their visits to the Port. 


The defective conditions found upon inspection were of much the usual character, 
and were, in the great majority of cases, remedied upon the verbal application of the 
Inspector, and before the vessel quitted the dock. <A return of these defects, and of the 
number of inspections, is given in Table No. 17. 


In March, Dr. Coutts, Inspector of the Local Government Board, visited the town, 
and enquired as to its: food supply, and the supervision exercised over the various food- 
stuffs brought by incoming vessels. 


The great bulk of these have previously been examined at Liverpool or other large 
ports, but there is the possibility that some may have been discharged overside, or may 
in other ways have escaped examination. Consequently a more vigorous and detailed 
examination has since been made of all food-stuffs which are either lying in the holds of the 
vessels, or have been removed to the dock warehouses, a proceeding entailing a great 
amount of work, the results of which are set forth in Table No. 17. 


As will be seen from the list of articles dealt with, a considerable amount of sugar 
was found to have been damaged by salt water. Inaccordance with the custom prevailing 
in the larger ports, this was returned to the makers, in order that it might undergo a pro- 
cess of refining, and practically of re-manufacture. 


The carcases of meat destroyed were those of animals which had been killed, or so 
bruised as to render them unfit for human food, during heavy weather at sea. 


With the consent of the owner, they were removed to the town’s destructor, and 
there burnt. 
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With an increased trade in grain and food-stuffs, and the erection of more sheds 
and warehouses, the rats in the neighbourhood of the dock would seem to be increasing 
in numbers. And this, in spite of efforts made to reduce their ranks through the agency 
of cats, traps, and various forms of virus. Very likely a well organised crusade, attacking 
them at one time from all directions, would have the best effect in keeping down an animal, 
which, although no doubt useful in its proper place, soon becomes a destructive, expensive, 
and dangerous nuisance, which rapidly increases, if allowed to remain undisturbed. 


No case of infectious disease occurred on board any of the vessels. Such ailments 
as were reported proved to be of an ordinary character not.calling for any precautionary 


measures. 


The Dock Hospital, although subject to the dilapidations inseparable from an unused 
and uninhabited building, has been maintained in an efficient condition.

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The Committee, in presenting their Thirty-second 
Report, have much pleasure in recording a further 
development in each department of the Harris Free 
Public Library and Museum. 


During the period reviewed there has been a 
continual growth in the use of the Lending and 
Reference Libraries, and a_ corresponding increased 
demand for accommodation ; to meet which new works 
of a standard character have been acquired, and 
additional bookcases provided. 


Marked progress has also been made in the other 
departments of the building, the Mural Decorations by 
Mr. Somerscales having reached a further stage of 
advancement since their mention in the last Report, and 
further acquisitions having been bought for both the 
Art Gallery and Museum. 


The Exhibits thus acquired have been augmented 
by kind donations and loans, for which the Committee 
take this opportunity of returning their warm and 


appreciative thanks. 


In this connection special mention should be made 
of the valuable collections of Porcelain, Embroideries, 
Silversmiths’ Work, and Photographs of Woodcarving, 
lent by the Board of Education from the comprehensive 
Circulating Collections in the Victoria and Albert 
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Museum, and grateful acknowledgments are due to 
Mr. Bailey, the chief of this department, and to the 
members of his staff for their assistance in the selection 


of a loan so instructively representative. 


Two courses of University Extension Lectures, a 
programme of which may be seen in the later pages of 
this Report, were given in the Lecture Room during 
the Session 1910-11, each course being followed by an 
Examination. 


The University Extension Movement deals in its 
lectures with a wide range of instruction, imparted in a 
manner adapted to the requirements of a general 
audience, and thus calculated to attract a large number of 
listeners ; and the desire is to develop, as far as may be 
possible, the student spirit in those who attend. In the 
effort to accomplish this aim, the Students’ Association has 
proved a very stimulating auxiliary, affording oppor- 
tunities for discussion and research bearing on the subject 
of the course in progress, and also providing occasional 


lectures of a supplementary character. 


It may be well to here repeat, as general information, 
that membership in this Association is open to all who 
desire either to take up the Examination, or to pursue 
independently the lines laid down in the lectures of the 


Delegacy. 


With regard to the outside undertakings which come 
under the supervision of the Committee, mention may 
here be made of the further selections of Colour Prints, 
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and Reproductions in Black and White, which have been 
purchased for use in the Schools of the Borough, the 
Teachers showing by their eager application for these 
works that they are much appreciated by them as aids 
to School Instruction. 


Special reference must also be made to the gratify- 
ing development in the use and resources of the Obser 
vatory, due to the ability of the Hon. Curator, Mr. 
George J. Gibbs, to whom the Committee here tender 
their grateful thanks for his valuable and gratuitous 
services. This useful institution has, by Mr. Gibbs's 
efforts, been brought into excellent working order, an 
account of the improvements effected being given in his 
Report on a later page. The result is seen in the 
increased number of visitors, many of whom are Science 
Students, to whom the possibility of studying the use of 
Astronomical Instruments in a thoroughly practical way 
is a much valued privilege.

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DEEPDALE OBSERVATORY. 


GENTLEMEN, 


The following short report relates to the period 
following my appointment as Honorary Curator of the 
Observatory in August last. 


The first two months were spent in overhauling, 
cleaning and repairing the instruments and accessories. 
Electric Lighting and Gas Heating Apparatus have also 
been installed. A small library of reference books with 
a substantial case in which to keep them and the loose 
parts of the instruments has also been provided. 


The Electric Light has been of very great service, 
and the small amount of heat obtained from the gas 
apparatus has been very succesful in keeping the 
instruments and books almost entirely free from moisture. 


The instruments are all in good working order 
and are made frequent use of as will appear from an 
inspection of the Log Book which accompanies this 
report. 


Since Oct. 15th., 1910, when the Observatory was 
again ready for use, it has been open 118 times and 368 
visits have been paid by the observers, casual visitors, 


Mr. Crosby, and myself. 
The Large Telescope is doing good work both 


visually and photographically, and an excellent series of 
photographs of the Moon is in course of being produced 
by Mr. R. F. Hind, one of my observers : the examples 
herewith may be of interest : bad weather and various 
contingencies make the progress slow, but I do not 
consider that to be altogether a disadvantage. 


The Small Telescope is also used with much 
appeciation notwithstanding the fact that its mounting 
or stand is not at all easy to manage. I may perhaps 
be favoured with your permission to mount this small 
telescope on the body of the large telescope at some 
future time. 


The Transit Instrument is proving to be a source 
of great interest. Its working is very instructive. | 
have hopes that in the near future it may furnish 
standard time for the town’s clocks very reliably. 


The Siderial Time Clock is going very well, and 
some day the Observatory may be made more nearly 
complete by the acquisition of a Greenwich Mean Time 
clock equally as good as the Sideral Time clock, in 
which event and by the aid of astronomical observations 
the Observatory would be much increased in value in 
various directions. 


Iam much indebted to Mr. Barton for his help 
and suggestions with regard to the furnishing of the 
Observatory, and to Mr. Bramwell for attending to 
visitors’ passes and various other matters of routine.

Report of the Chief Inspector of Weights and Measures 
For the year ending 3]st March, 1911. 





To the Chairman and Members of the Markets Comuutttee. 
Gentlemen, 


In accordance with the Weights and Measures Regulations, 1907, I beg to present 
my Twenty-first Annual Report. 


During the year 2156 visits were made to Shops, &c. This is rather fewer than usual 
owing to the increased work brought about by the change of Offices. In addition, the Markets 
and Coal Yards have been regularly visited, whilst the various classes of street traders, such as 
coal dealers, fish, fruit and vegetable hawkers, milk sellers, &c., have also been supervised. 
Special visits have also been made after the usual hours. 


The number of cases brought before the Magistrates was 14, and the amount of fines 
£3 10s. od. It will be noticed that one half of the cases are against Publicans for unjust and 
unstamped measures. 151 persons were also cautioned for various minor offences. 


IIr persons are registered in the books of the Weights and Measures Department 
as Coal Hawkers. It has not been found necessary during the past year to take proceedings in 
any single instance against either Merchant or Hawker, under the Coal Act or Bye-Laws, which 
speaks well for the improved way in which the coal trade has been carried out. A few have 
been cautioned for technical offences. 


The total number of weights presented at the Weights and Measures Office during the 
year for verification and re-verification was 18,095, and of that number 12,784 were stamped 
(including new ones), 8,379 were adjusted, 500 were condemned, whilst 4,854 were found 
correct and no charge made. 


The stamping fees for weights amounted to £55 18s. 8d., and the adjusting charges 
to £69 16s. 8d.

The number of measures stamped during the year was 19,964, and the fees for stamping 
£43 12s. 11d. In addition, 3,730 were tested and rejected for being incorrect, and for which 
no charge could be made. 


The number of weighing instruments verified and stamped during the year was 870, and 
the fees for stamping £41 11s. 5d. 


156 weighing instruments, including 19 new ones, which were brought to the Office, 
were also tested and rejected for various defects. 


After many years work in temporary premises, it is a pleasure to be able to report that 
the Department is now settled in the New Offices in Tithebarn Street. 


They are centrally situated, and in every way suitably adapted for the work to be 
performed. The workshop is a large, lofty and well-lighted room, fitted with the latest drilling 
machine and emery wheel, as well as a patent sand-blast machine for the stamping of glass 
and earthenware, each machine being driven by its own motor. 


Everything has been done that forethought or experience could devise, and the town 
may be congratulated upon the fact that they have now got one of the most up-to-date 
Weights and Measures Offices in England. 


The standard room has had several additions to the equipment in the shape of new 
Reference Balances, Weights and Measures, &c., the whole of which are kept in glass-fronted 
presses. 


Appended are tables showing in detail the work done, and also a summary of the work 
of the Department during the past ten years.

INCOME. 
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BOROUGH OF PRESTON. 


DUTIES OF THE BOROUGH ENGINEER & BOROUGH SURVEYOR, 


To perform under the control and directions of the Council and the 
Commuttees thereof, the following duties :— 


1.—To execute and perform all the duties imposed on the Surveyor by the various 
Local Acts and Bye-laws in force in the Borough, and the several Acts of Parliament 
incorporated therewith, and under and by virtue of any Statute or Bye-law now in force, 
or hereafter to be passed; and also to perform all such other duties appertaining to the 
Office of Borough Engineer or Surveyor as the Council or their respective Committees 
may from time to time direct. 


2.—To have charge of the sources of Water Supply and of all Watersheds and 
Gathering Grounds. 


3.—To be the responsible Officer for all matters appertaining to the Scavenging of 
the Borough, and the Disposal of Sewage and Refuse. 


4.—To make all such Surveys, Maps, Plans, Sections, Estimates, Reports, Sewers, 
Drains, Mains, Pipes, Repairs, Works, as the Council or their respective Committees 
may from time to time direct or require. 


5.—To value and negotiate for the sale, exchange, or purchase of the Estate and 
Property of the Corporation whether within or without the Borough, and to prepare the 
necessary Plans for the sale of Building and other Land; and also to direct and superintend 
any alterations and improvements on the Estate, Lands, and Buildings of the Council, 
and make all Plans, Estimates, and Reports which may be necessary in respect thereof. 


6.—To prepare all Maps, Plans, Surveys, Sections, Specifications, Estimates and 
Reports for the formation of New Streets or Roads, and the reparation of Streets or 
Roads, and construction of New Buildings and other Works upon or in connection with 
the Corporation Property, and to superintend the construction of such works. 


7.—To make all Surveys, Maps, Plans, Sections, Estimates, and Reports for any 
applications to Parliament as may be required, and in respect of all or any actions, and 
generally assist the Town Clerk in the prosecution thereof respectively. 


8.—To make all necessary preparation, in conjunction with the Town Clerk, for the due 
conduct of Elections, both Parliamentary and Municipal. 


9.—To engage and hire all workmen for the service of the Council, at such rates of 
wages and prices, and in such manner in all respects, as he shall judge reasonable and 


expedient; and to suspend or discharge any workmen as he, in his discretion, may think 
fit. 


10.—To keep accounts of the number of men employed, the places where employed, 
the wages paid, the quantities of materials procured, and the use and appropriation 
thereof, specifying separately such matters as require particular classification. Also to 
keep all such other accounts and books as may be necessary, or as may be directed by 
the Council, or any of their Committees. 


11.—To purchase, or contract for, or hire, all horses, implements, and materials, 
and all other matters and things for the service of the Council for such prices and in 
such manner as the Council or their Committees shall judge reasonable and expedient; 
and sell or otherwise dispose of the same as he may be directed, and be responsible 


for and have charge of all materials, plant and implements used in the service of the 
Council. 


12.—To report to the Council, or their respective Committees, upon the state of all 
works under his charge, and upon any new works he may consider it desirable to commence 
or carry into effect, and upon all matters and things connected with the streets, highways, 
buildings, and works of the Council, and also upon all plans which may be submitted to them, 
and in cases requiring immediate attention, or which may be deemed to be injurious or 
dangerous to the public (without consulting the Council or Committee), to take such 
precautions as he may deem necessary, to prevent any danger or damage from the same. 


13.—To let the Property of the Corporation, except such property as is managed 
by the Ribble and Water Committees. 


14.—To exercise a control over the Fire Brigade, Parks and Pleasure Grounds, Baths 
and Markets. 


15.—To send to the Borough Treasurer particulars of all charges against parties on 
the various accounts of the Corporation in his department. 


16.—To conduct all correspondence relative to the duties of his office, and to make 
and assist in making (as the case may require) all such Parliamentary and _ other 
returns, as the Council or any of the Committees may direct him to make. 


17.—To be responsible for the efficient management of his office, and to have the 
superintendence and direction of all the Clerks and Servants employed in his department. 


18.—To attend each meeting of the Council, and of the respective Committees, as 
required, with all the proper and necessary notices, books, and documents. 


19.—All Instruments, Maps, Plans, Surveys, Sections, Specifications, Estimates, Re- 
ports, Books, and Documents, in his custody or power, relating to the Council, or in 


anywise incident to his office, to be the property of the Council, and to be at all times 
at their disposal. 


20.—To devote the whole of his time to the duties of his office, and not to be engaged 
in any other office, business, or employment whatever; subject nevertheless to such 
alterations in the foregoing duties, and to such further or new duties as the Council, or 
their respective Committees may from time to time direct.

Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present to you my Report on the work done regarding 
the Medical Inspection of School Children, under the control of the Medical Inspection 
Sub-Committee for the year ending 31st December, 1910. 


Before proceeding further, I wish, first of all to thank the Chairman and 
Members of the Education Committee for the kindness which I have always received at 
their hands; and I also wish to thank the Teachers of Preston for their courteous and 
willing co-operation with me in all matters appertaining to the work of Medical 
Inspection—Medical Inspection has undoubtedly added to their already heavy duties, 
this however, has not affected the ability and cheerfulness with which they have given 
me their assistance. Finally, I must not omit to thank the School Attendance Officers 
for their ready help avd information whenever I have found it necessary to call upon 


them

Local Arrangements. 


The general organization is the same as last year. The Medical Officer of Health for the: 
Borough is Superintending School Medical Officer, and the work is carried out under his supervision. 


The services of the four Lady Health Visitors are utilised for following up cases, 
examining children excluded from School on account of verminous conditions, and on account of 
infectious diseases. 


There are under the control of the Preston Education Committee 39 Schools, comprising 
91 Departments, and the average attendance for the year ending 31st December, 1910, was 18,259. 


As regards the action taken to detect and prevent the spread of infectious disease, the 
following instructions have been in force since January, 1905. 


‘“‘ Head Teachers are kindly asked to notify all cases of infectious disease, as 
‘below, immediately they learn of such, viz. :—Measles, Scarlet Fever, Whooping 
“ Cough, Chicken Pox, Mumps, Ringworm, Small Pox, Diphtheria, Typhoid Fever, 
* Typhus Fever, and Eczema.” 


These notifications under the present system are sent in the first instance to the Director: 
of Education at the Education Offices, from thence they go to the Medical Officer of Health. 


Whenever any evidences of an epidemic appear, the Schools are visited, the children 
examined, and any children showing suspicious symptoms are excluded from attendance. 


The following Notice regarding the duration of infection and period of quarantine which. 
should be observed has been circulated amongst the Head Teachers :— 


“In the case of Small Pox, Typhoid Fever, Scarlet, Fever, Diphtheria, and 
“ Whooping Cough, the child should not be re-admitted for six weeks, and only then 
“if there is no cough, eruption, or peeling of the skin. Children residing in an 
‘infected house should be excluded for a similar period.” 


“In the case of Measles, German Measles, Chicken Pox, and Mumps, a period 
“of three weeks under the same conditions will suffice. Where a child has not 
‘itself been ill, but has been exposed to the last-named disease, a clear fortnight 
“after the commencement of any case of such illness in the house should elapse before 
“its return to School, and this should only then he allowed if it has continued in 
“good health during the period of observation.” 


No Schools were closed on account of infectious diseases during 1910. Active efforts 
were made during the year to prevent single cases of infectious diseases developing into epidemics, 
by frequent visits to the Schools relative to possible outbreaks of infectious disease, and for the 
examination of “ suspects.” The Teachers also were asked to use every vigilance in excluding 
and notifying any suspicious cases. 


Between Easter and the Midsummer vacation 10 cases of Diphtheria occurred amongst 
the children attending one of the Schools. On Thursday the 16th June 3 cases were notified. 
On the same day the throats of 223 children were examined. Two children were excluded as 
suspicious. At the week end the School was thoroughly disinfected. No other cases occurred 
during the remainder of the year. 


W nooPpIne CouaH was not prevalent in Preston during 1910, and Teachers have been 
instructed to exclude from attendance all children suffering from persistent and violent cough, 
even if the characteristic whoop is not heard. 


ScarLet Fever of a mild type was prevalent during the first half of the year, but did 
not assume an epidemic form at any of the Schools. 


MEASLEs were prevalent during June and July, and again in October and November. It 
should be made generally known that Measles is the most fatal of all the infectious diseases in this 
country. It is the cause of nearly 23 per cent. of all the deaths occurring in England and Wales. 
Unfortunately the majority of the general public look upon it as a trifling ailment. The School 
is one of the principal agencies by which Measles is spread, and the Infant Department is the chief 
means for the extension of an epidemic. In an epidemic of Measles children under five years should 
be excluded from School. Although this is not complete prevention, still the higher fatality rate 
at ages below five justifies their exclusion, so that the attack may be postponed to later years. 


Whenever any infectious disease occurs in a school, the said school is duly disinfected and 
sprayed, the cloak rooms receiving particular attention. 


There are no schools for the blind, deaf, mentally or physically defective, or epileptic 
children under the control of the Preston Education Authority. 


As regards deaf and dumb children a payment is made by the Education Committee to the 
Royal Cross School for Deaf and Dumb in respect of six children who are boarded and lodged 
there. The same applies to two children at the Homes for the Blind, Fulwood, Preston. 


One Roman Catholic child is maintained at St. John’s Institution for the Deaf and Dumb 
at Boston Spa, Yorkshire, while two Roman Catholic children are maintained at the Catholic 
Blind Asylum, Liverpool. 


Feeding of School Children during 1910. 


The Education (Provision of Meals) Act, 1906, was not put in force Voluntary agencies 
were considered sufficient to cope with any requirements. No arrangements were made during 
1910 for open-air schools, school camps, &c., under Article 44 (g) of the Code, 1909, but through 
the kindness of the Preston Borough Police Children’s Fund many auzemic, debilitated and under- 
fed children, found during the course of inspection, were sent to the Ormerod Seaside Home, 
St. Annes-on-the-Sea, or to the Lytham Cottage Hospital. They usually stayed from a fortnight 
to a month, and a marked improvement in their general health was apparent on their return. This 
is a fund which should be generously supported by the public; it is doing a splendid work. The 
Annual Field Day held in connection with this Fund is eagerly looked forward to by the poorer 
children, games, entertainments, &c., and a good feed, are provided on a lavish scale. 


SCHOOLS. 
Sanitary Survey of Schools. 


The Sanitary condition of the Preston Schools is generally satisfactory. Any defects 
which presented some degree of urgency were reported to the Medical Inspection Sub-Committee 
for attention. The schools are chiefly ventilated by windows and doors, i.e. on the natural system, 
aided by hoppers, Tobin’s tubes, and roof ventilators. 


Dne attention as arule is being paid to the efficient and continuous ventilation of class 
rooms. Several times however the class rooms were found unduly stuffy, owing to the teachers 
either forgetting to open windows and ventilators or not realising the value of a constant flushing 
of their class room with fresh air. On cold days, in many instances, the windows and hoppers 
were found closed. It is important to remember that the quantity of fresh air required to be 
supplied to each person in each hour is vo0¢ less in cold weather than it is in warmer weather. 


The following extract is quoted from the Board of Education’s suggestions for the con- 
sideration of the teachers :— 


‘‘No matter how complete the arrangements for the continuous ventilation of a 
class room may be, the scholars should leave the room at least once during each 
meeting, and the doors and windows should be thrown wide open.” 


Each school is painted and decorated once every three years. 13 schools were painted and 
decorated during the year, and in several schools the galleries were removed, and other structural 
defects rectified. 


Lighting, Cleansing, &c. 


The artificial lighting of many of the schoois requires attention, the old gas burners should 
be replaced by incandescent mantles, or preferably electric light. In schools where the old gas 
burners are in use it was found difficult to carry out the routine Medical Inspection on several 
occasions during dark winter afternoons. The proper artificial lighting of the schools in a poor 
neighbourhood is just as important as it is in the schools in a well-to-do district. 


The cleansing of the Schvols has several times been brought under the notice of the Medical 
Inspection Sub-Committee. There is considerable room for improvement in respect of cleansing and 
dusting. The advisability of appointing a Superintendent Caretaker (who should be a qualified 
Sanitary Inspector) to supervise the cleansing of the Schools in the Borough, is a matter 
requiring the careful and immediate attention of the Committee. 


The windows of the schools are supposed to be cleaned twice a year. ‘This may be 
sufficient in schools on the out-skirts of the Borough, but is totally inadequate where a school is 
situated in the immediate neighbourhood of a factory. 


The cloak-rooms of the majority of the Preston Schools are far from perfect, and call for 
immediate attention. The matter was discussed at a meeting of the Buildings Sub-Committee. 
On the 30th May, several Members of the Committee, the Director of Education, and the School 
Medical Officer visited the cloak-rooms of the following schools :—AIl Saint’s, Orchard, Talbot, 
and St. Mark’s. No results followed this visit, and nothing since has been done in the matter. 


Playgrounds. 


The playground accommodation at several schools is insufficient in size. One school has 
no playground, and the children of that school play in the street, and perform physical drill in a 
dusty and insufficiently ventilated disused class-room. The yard surfaces—with the exception of 
the latest built schools—are defective, being muddy in wet, and very dusty in dry weather. They 
should be covered with some impermeable material. 


One condemned school was closed during the year, and a new Council School with accom- 
modation for 420 in the Mixed Department, and 248 in the Infants’ Department, was opened 
in Deepdale Road. This is a splendid structure in all its details, and may well serve as a model 
for future schools in the town. 
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On the 20th September, 1910, Dr. R. Crowley, Medical Officer, Board of Education, visited 
Preston to inquire into the Local Authority’s arrangement for Medical Inspection. 


On the 8th November, 1910, the following letter was received from the Board of Education :—

Sir, 

I am directed to inform the Authority that the Board have received from Dr. 
Crowley, one of their Medical Officers, a report on his recent visit to Preston to inquire 
into the working of the Authority’s arrangement for medical inspection. After con- 
sideration of this report the Board are satisfied that the actual work of inspecting 
individual children is being well carried out in Preston, but it appears to them that the 
present expenditure of the Authority on medical inspection is to some extent unpro- 
ductive. The Board understand that a considerable number of children who have 
been found to be defective either receive no treatment at all or are treated inadequately, 
and I am to suggest that the Authority should consider whether systematic arrange- 
ments cannot be made for the more effective following up of all such cases, by means, 
for example, of the appointment of a School Nurse or Health Visitor who would 
devote the whole or the greater part of her time to the work, and by the systematic 
re-examination by the Medical Officer of children who have been found to be defective 
at his first visit. 

The Board would be glad to receive the observations of the Authority on these 
points in due course.

Prior to Dr. Crowley’s visit, the desirability of appointing a School Nurse, the following 
up of cases, and the re-examination of defectives, was on more than one occasion submitted to the 
Medical Inspection Sub-Committee. After Dr. Crowley’s visit, the work of following up was 
added to the duties of the Jady Health Visitors—Misses Topham, Bennett, Bottomley and Abel. 


Scholarship Candidates. 


During the summer vacation of 1910, 47 candidates for scholarships tenable at the different 
secondary schools in the Borough were examined with respect to their general physical condition. 
Of these, 39 were females and 8 were males. The scheme of examination insisted upon by the 


Committee is a thorough one. The ages of the candidates ranged from 12 to 14 years. Of the 
47 candidates examined, 23 had carious teeth, 4 defective vision, 3 had enlarged tonsils, 2 were 
slightly anemic, and 2 showed no vaccination marks. The heads and bodies of all candidates were 
clean. Certificates of treatment from medical practitioners and registered dentists were required 
before the candidates were granted their scholarships. 


The advantages of vaccination were pointed out to the parents of those candidates who were 
unvaccinated, (but no pressure was brought to bear) and subsequently a certificate of suecessful 
vaccination was sent in both instances. None of the scholarship candidates were rejected. 


Medical Inspection during 1910. 


This Report deals with the provisions made under Section 13 of the Education (Adminis- 
trative Provisions) Act, 1907, and Article 58 (b) of the Education Code of 1909, and as far as 
possible, the suggestions laid down in paragraph 6 of Circular 596 of the Board of Education have 
been followed. 

At the request of the Medical Inspection Sub-Committee, particulars regarding individual 
schools are not published. Records of the particulars connected with each school are kept at the 


Education Offices for reference. 


The Head and Assistant Teachers have rendered valuable assistance at the Inspection. 
They take the heights and weights and fill up certain details upon the Schedule Cards. <A form is 
sent to the parents with a request that they will kindly answer the questions thereon. A notice is 
also sent to the parents stating the day and time at which they should attend, if they wish to be 
present at the Inspection. The attendance of the parents is most unsatisfactory, and is chiefly due 
to the large number employed in the cotton industry. Only 2:2 per cent. attended. Every effort 
is made to interview the parents of defective children. Hight parents objected to inspection 


during the year. 
The children selected for inspection were those newly admitted and those eligible to leave 


school, as required by the Regulations of the Board of Education, Article 58 (b) of their Code. 
The usual time occupied in individual inspection was about 6 minutes. 


The inspections were carried out in aclass room, except as follows :—5 were held in a club 
room adjoining school, 1 in mission room, and 4 in Church vestries :—

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Caries of the Teeth. 


Caries of the Teeth was found to be the most common defect, and occurred in 56 4 per cent. 
of the children examined. This refers to such decay as is obvious from a rapid examination. A 
dentist with probe and mirror would find a much higher per centage. 


It should be borne in mind that the decay usually observed at the Medical Inspection is so 
far advanced that it is practically useless to treat it by conservative methods. The old adage, 
“ Prevention is better than cure,” is particularly applicable where teeth are concerned. 


At the Dental Clinic, Cambridge, the work is almost entirely preventive; the object of the 
School Dentist being to discover children with the earliest evidences of caries, stop the decay, 
re-examine the teeth in a year, and if any further decay has started, stop the teeth again. Ly this 
method the work of arresting decay is simple, painless, and comparatively inexpensive. 


It is impossible to over estimate the value which this early dental treatment would have on 
the future health of the people, if it were carried out all over the country. Respecting the import- 
ance of securing early treatment, the following extracts are taken from a circular issued by the 
British Dental Association :— 


“ This condition represents a great amount of unnecessary suffering, inattention to 
work, and loss of school-time, on the part of the children. Furthermore, dental caries, 
although in itself not an immediately dangerous disease, is the forerunner of many 
grave conditions. Diseased teeth in early childhood are a direct cause of maJnutrition, 
and hence of an arrest of both mental and physical development at the age when growth 
is making the most urgent demands on the organs of digestion; the poisons produced in 
the mouth cause inflamed and enlarged glands in the neck, and thereby pave the way 
Jor tuberculosis ; and the general health is severely impaired by the constant 
swallowing of the products of putrefaction and the germs of disease which abound 
in unhealthy mouths. 


It has been shown that the serious complications of scarlet fever are much more 
common and severe in the case of children with diseased teeth and unhealthy 
mouths. 


A detailed examination of the children in a large London County Council School 
proved that those with unhealthy mouths were as a rule unhealthy in appearance, under 
the average in weight, and below the average for their age in school-work. 


In fact, the serious consequences of dental caries, which is especially a disease of 
childhood, are now generally recognised by medical men and those having the care of 
large numbers of children. 
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Among the practical consequences of neglect are rejection for the public services, 
naval, military, and civil; and increase of unemployment, on account of physical unfitness, 
in all vocations of life. 


For many years dental surgeons have been employed in a large number of Poor Law 
Schools, and the medical officers of these schools have testified to the great benefits which 
accrue to the children, and have recognised the improved general health of the school. 


Much might be done to diminish the prevalence of dental disease by teaching dental 
hygiene to the children, and enforcing the daily cleansing of the teeth. 


The British Dental Association wishes to lay special emphasis on the particular 
portion of the Report of the Special Sub-Committee of the Education Committee of the 
London County Council which deals with this matter. There can be little doubt that the 
establishment of school clinics of a modest character, for the simple treatment of children’s 
teeth, would not only be a great boon to the children themselves, but would prevent at 
the outset many serious conditions. The maintenance of a healthy mouth would go 
Jar towards allowing the children to reach maturity with a physique that would 
enable them to earn their living in the face of industrial competition, and thereby 
save them from being thrown upon charity or the State for partial or complete mainten- 
ance at anearly age. It would in the long run be the truest economy.” 


The question of Dental Treatment has been considered by the Elementary Education Sub- 
Committee, and at a Meeting of the said Committee held on the 14th July, 1910, the following 
proceedings of the Dental Sub-Committee were read and approved :— 


The Sub-Committee again considered the following offer of the British 
Dental Association of the 9th June, 1910, viz. :— 


“To extract all the carious teeth of children in attendance at Elementary 
Schools at 4d. for each child on the books per year, and that 10 children per 
day be sent for examination to each qualified Dentist in the Town—a total of 80 
children per day. ‘The Education Authority to be responsible for the payment. 
Any additional treatment to be paid for by the parents.” 


It was reported that the Notice with reference to teeth with the footnote 
added thereto, pursuant to resolution of the Sub-Committee of the 18th October, 
1909, viz. :— 
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“ Tefective teeth will be attended to at the office of the Preston 
“ Branch of the Provident Dental Association, Miller Arcade, Preston, at 
‘“ ereatly reduced charges,” 


had not been circulated. 


Resolved, that a copy of the Notice be sent to the parents of all children 
who have been examined by the School Medical Officer and found to have 
defective teeth, and that the consideration of the offer of the Association of the 
9th June, 1910, be deferred until the result of the circulation of the Notice is 
ascertained, 


Thousands of the Notices above referred to have been sent to parents, and also distributed 
by the Teachers. So far the results are practically nil, ‘The reconsideration of the treatment of 
carious teeth, on social grounds alone, admits of no delay, and it is to be hoped that the matter 
will be taken up and gone into at an early date. 


The child from its earliest years should be accustomed to the proper use of a tooth-brush, 
-and every child should have a separate tooth-brush for its own use alone. Inquiries have revealed 
the fact that in a large number of houses there is only one tooth-brush for the whole family, the 
following is a typical example of the truth of the foregoing statement. A well-known Preston 
practitioner relates the following story—He was visiting a home one day and casually mentioned 
the use of a tooth-brush. There were twelve in the family. The mother stated with much pride that 
they kept a tooth-brush in the back kitchen, and, “I tells them to help themselves whenever they 
like.” This common use of a tooth brush, besides being disgusting, is fraught with danger, and 
may easily be the means of spreading infectious disease amongst the family. 


Vision and Eye Diseases. 


Children under six years do not have their eyesight tested unless special attention is drawn 
to vision. The child records its own acuteness of vision by reading test type. The method 
adopted for testing the visual capacity of the children is that of Snellens test types at a distance of 
-6 metres (20 feet) each eye being tested separately, The fraction § means that at a distance of 6 
metres type is read which a person of normal vision should be able to read at that distance, 
& means that type which normal vision can read at a distance of 9 metres can only be read at a 
distance of 6 metres, and so with 5%, 7%, &c., &c. Anything worse than § Snellen was always 
made the subject of a notice to parents, as was also done in @// cases of squint and headache where 
it was suspected that the headache was due to eyestrain. 61 cases of squint were noted.

From the above table it will be seen that there is a much larger proportion of Defective 
Vision amongst the girls than there is amongst the boys, and this increased proportion arises 
during school life. 


Factors contributing to Defective Vision—are—defective lighting of the class-room, faulty 
position of the desks, small print and sewing. The latter is a fruitful source of eyestrain to young 
children, and no child should be allowed to sew till it has turned seven years. 


87 children were found wearing spectacles, in several cases the spectacles were found 
to be unsuitable.

The parents were advised to secure surgical treatment whenever the obstruction to the 
“upper respiratory passages lead to mouth breathing, snoring at night, a history of recurrent sore 
throat, or chronic ear trouble. 


It is most important that adenoid growths should be removed on account of the great risk 
should diphtheria or scarlet fever be contracted. 


A particular type of scarlet fever is very frequently associated with adenoids. 


The majority of parents are quite alive to the necessity of operative treatment for these 
conditions, but a few are still left who think their children will grow out of it. This statement 
may be true of the slighter cases, but where hearing is affected, or where sleep is disturbed, the 
only remedy is operative interference 


Diseases of the Skin. 


Pediculosis of the Head was found in 17-3 per cent. of the children examined, it is due toa 
parasite and its eggs (nits) on the hair. It occurs more frequently amongst the girls than the boys, 
and is in all cases the result of contagion. The worst cases occur amongst the older girls, and is 
chiefly due to parental carelessness and faulty cloak rooms. There is, undoubtedly, a gradual 
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improvement taking place, which is chiefly due to the conscientious perseverance on the part of the 
teachers to instruct and persuade the children to have their heads freed from vermin. The Lady 
Health Visitors also visit the schools and homes of the children, and point out to the parents the 
proper method of cleansing the head and the steps they should take to prevent a recurrence of the 
disease. Many children suffered from sore heads and enlarged glands due to pediculosis and 


required medical treatment. 


Dirty Conditions and Pediculosis of the Body were found in 4:5 per cent. of the children 
examined. Pediculosis of the body is due to a parasite totally different from that found on the 
head, the presence of scratches on the chest and shoulders leads to a search for the parasite on 
the clothing. This condition when found shows serious parental indifference, and usually requires 
a visit from the Officer of the N.S.P.C.C. 


Ringworm.—This disease is caused by a fungus which affects the hair follicles, and 
is found most frequently on the head, and chiefly affecting the crown. It is more frequent in- 
boys than girls. 15 cases were found and excluded. Preston Schools are particularly free 


from this skin disease. 


Scabies (Itch ).—This disease is due to a parasite which burrows in the skin. It is very 
contagions, but is readily cured by proper medical treatment. Five cases were found. All 


excluded. 


Impetigo.—-A contagious disease, chiefly of the face. Several cases were found and 


excluded. 


Zerodermia, a form of ichthyosis, was found in six cases. 


Height and Weight. 


Each child was weighed in his or her ordinary indoor clothes with footgear off. ‘The 
height likewise was recorded with footgear off. At all schools the teachers take the heights and 
weights prior to the Medical Inspection. The following table—both in English and Metric— 
shows the average Heights and Weights of children inspected, and the comparison given is the 
Average Standard of the Anthropometrical Committee of the British Association.

It will be seen that the Preston children are below the Standard Height and Weight for 
England and Wales at the ages recorded above. This is especially noticable in the case of the 
weights of the boys and girls at the ages 12—14 years. These standard weights and heights 
are, however, not attained in any industrial town. The important fact to be noticed is, that the 
lower the age the less does the Preston average fall below the corresponding average age in England 
and Wales, and this conclusively shows that there is no physical degeneracy amongst the Preston 
Children. The inferiority in height and weight at the ages 12—14 is due not to any inherited 
cause, but is the result of environment acting adversely on the children. 


Nutrition. 


Defective nutrition was found in 9:1 per cent. of the number examined. 
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It is impossible to exactly define ‘‘ Normal Nutrition,” and as Sir George Newman says— 
“must always remain in a large degree a matter of individual opinion.” The principal factors 
causing this defect are insufficient and injudicious feeding, want of sleep, the half-time system, 
and bad hygienic conditions prevailing in the home. 


In an industrial town like Preston, there will always be owing to fluctuations in the labour 
market a number of unemployed parents, and therefore necessitous children. In order that these 
children may be sufficiently fed in times of temporary distress, and the fact that it is during the 
first few years of life that the foundations of a good constitution are laid, the advisability of 
forming a Children’s Care Committee to combat parental irresponsibility and ignorance, and 
generally take an interest in the children should be considered. 


Such Committees exist in several localities. Sir George Newman, Chief Medical Officer to 
the Board of Education, summarises as follows the duties of such a Committee :— 


Duties of Care Committees.—The duties of a Children’s Care Committee are wide, since 
the problems which arise as a result of medical inspection are far-reaching, and if effective action 
is to be secured they require to be severally met. The more important of such duties may be 


grouped as follows :— 


(1) To follow up where necessary the work of medical inspection, endeavouring to secure 
the treatment appropriate in the case of each child. This will involve action along 
two principal lines :— 

(a) The encouragement of the parents to obtain treatment in cases in which 
owing to indifference and ignorance no action has been taken. 


(6) The provision of the means of treatment in suitable cases ; for example, 
by obtaining hospital recommendations, the supply of requisite remedial appar- 
atus, or the sending of the child to a convalescent home. 


(2) To endeavour to bring about in special cases a permanent improvement in the 
condition of the home by regular visits of a friendly character. These conditions 
will obviously be of a varied character, which might well be set out at length in 
each locality. 


(3) To co-operate with the Local Education Authority in any arrangements which may 
be made for the provision of meals for necessitous children, whether in regard to 
the selection or periodical revision of such children or to the service of the meals 
provided. 


(4) To interest themselves in the question of the employment of children about to leave 
school. 
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(5) To give particular attention to the various groups of school children educated in 
special schools exercising the function both of ‘* care” and “ after-care.” Action 
of this kind will be necessary in the case (a@) of physically defective children, as, 
for example, the blind, deaf and crippled, and children attending the open-air 
school; and (4) of mentally defective children. 


(6) To consider the question of the establishment of Holiday Homes and Country Schools 
and the provision of play centres and recreation out of school hours, and to form 
connecting links whenever possible with any society or organisation for promoting 
the welfare of young people by recreative and educational means. Valuable work 
in furtherance of Continuation Schools would come within this category. 


(7) ‘To inculcate in every way possible the idea of the prevention of disease among children, 
whether by the arrangement of lectures or informal talks to mothers or by educa- 
tional effort of a practical nature in the home itself. 


(8) To collect such funds as may be required to carry on the work of the Committee, 
and to administer any funds entrusted to it by the Local Education Authority. 


Tuberculosis. 


Thirteen cases of doubtful Tuberculosis were discovered, 3 were excluded from school, 2 on 
account of cough with expectoration, and 1 for Otorrhcea. All these cases are under supervision, 
and will be periodically re-inspected. ‘The accurate diagnosis of Tuberculosis of the lungs in school 
children is an impossibility, even on repeated examination. The difficulty arises from the fact that 
children who at one time show what appear to be distinct signs of Phthisis, on re-examination show 
no signs, or are markedly improved in health. When the disease is sufficiently far advanced to 
show definite physical signs, the child rapidly becomes too ill to attend school. A well-known 
authority has said, ‘‘ Tuberculosis appears more amenable to treatment in childhcod than during 
later life, and treatment is comparatively easy to obtain for a child with no dependents and no need 
to work to support others.” An open-air school would be the most important step to take in the 
fight against Tuberculosis in children. The opening of such a school should engage the serious 
attention of the Committee.

Diseases of the Lung. 


A number of cases of slight Bronchitis were noted. One case of thickened pleura was 
discovered. 
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Heart Disease. 


Organic heart disease was discovered in thirty-four cases. All these had their origin 
as the result of acute rheumatism, chorea, or one of the infectious diseases. In some the rheumatism 
took the form of the so-called “ growing pains,” showing that parents should guard against that 
popular fallacy that “ growing pains” are ofno moment. The parents were notified in each case, 
many of them being quite unaware that their children had any heart lesion. 


Suitable instructions were given to the teachers as to drill, &c. 


Functional murmurs were found in many of the anemic, especially amongst the girls (half- 
timers) and were due to various causes, such as insufficient sleep, unhygienic home surroundings, 
carious teeth, injudicious feeding. 


There were also three cases of congenital heart disease (children born with a defective heart) 
and two cases of marked tachycardiz. 


Ear Disease. 


The condition most frequently met with was that of Otorrhcea secondary to Otitis Media. 
Otitis Media is a chronic inflammation of the Middle Ear, and is one of the most serious sequelae 
of the Zymotics, of which Scarlet Fever, Measles, and Influenza are the chief. It was found more 
frequently at the older ages, and occurred in 1-2 per cent. of the children examined. 


Children with Otorrhcea, the result of recent Scarlet Fever or Diphtheria, should be excluded 
from School. An instance is recorded where several cases of Diphtheria were traced to a child 
suffering from Discharging Hars who had had Diphtheria five months previously. 


Children suffering from any Ear disease should not be allowed to attend swimming baths 
until they have consulted their medical advisor. The gravity of the disease and the serious conse- 
quences which may ensue in after years if left untreated, were explained to the parents. 


The treatment of this disease is most unsatisfactory, few suffering from it receive proper 
attention, parents not realizing the importance of seeking medical treatment. It was found that 
rarely was any treatment adopted, other than inefficient syringing. Three cases were excluded 
owing to offensive discharge. 


Defective Hearing. 


Defective hearing was found in 1:3 per cent. of the cases examined. The commonest causes 
are Wax, Catarrhal conditions of the Upper Respiratory Tract, Enlarged Tonsils, Adenoids, and 
Ear Discharge. The forced whisper test was adopted to measure this defect.

Vaccination. 


421 children (8°6 per cent.) showing no vaccination marks were found. ‘This is a serious 
matter should an epidemic of Small Pox arise. 


Enlarged Glands in Neck.—2:2 per cent. were noted; none required urgent surgical 
interference. ‘The enlargement, is chiefly due to carious teeth, pediculosis, debility, tuberculosis, 
enlarged tonsils and adenoids, and injudicious feeding. 


Stammerers were found in 15 cases. 


Feeble minded 20 cases 


Chorea (St. Vitus’ Dance.)—A nervous affection frequently associated with heart defects. 
4 cases were found, 


Clothing and Footgear. 


Insufficient clothing and footgear was found in 1:4 per cent. of the children examined. The 
children of Preston are very well clothed and shod. It must be remembered, however, that the 
~child and his clothing are usually prepared for the Medical Officer’s Inspection. In some cases the 
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outer clothing was very dirty—Parents do not seem to realise that al/ clothing worn should be- 
regularly washed. 


The majority of the children wear clogs. Several authorities state that the wearing of clogs 
is conducive to ‘ flat-foot,” but no cases of flat-foot have been noted amongst the Preston children 
during the routine Medical Inspection: what has been noted (amongst the older children) is a 
distortion of the big-toe joint which is due to the pointed shape of the clogs and shoes commonly 
worn. ‘This, though apparently a trivial matter, is frequently the starting point of foot trouble 
and other complications in later life. All boots and clogs should have the inner side straight from 
toe to heel so as not to press the toes out of line. Providing clogs were of a proper shape the 
only objection to their use is the immobility of the sole which interferes with leg and foot exercises 
during physical drill. 


Treatment of Defects. 


When any child is found suffering from a serious defect the parent or guardian is notified 
after the Inspection, and is advised to seek the advice of a private medical practitioner. 


In case of necessitous children the parents are always able to obtain a recommendation for 
treatment at the local Royal Infirmary. During the year under review a heavy strain was 
especially placed on the Eye Department in this Institution. 


Few know how much is done for the poorer children by the Teachers in providing clothing, 
clogs, &c., the sincerity of their interest in the children under their care is shown by the 
unostentatious way in which they perform many kindnesses.
